OitDBB OF BUSINESS. 

1. The President having taken the chair at the hour to which the Sen- 
ate shall have adjourned, and a quorum being present, the Journal of the 
preeedin<f day shall he read, unless otherwise ordered by the Senate, to 
the end fhat any mistakes therein may be corrected. 

2. After reading and approval of the Journal, the order of business 
shall be as follows: 

( 1 ) Keports of Standing Committees. 
{•!) Keports of Select ( 'oiinnittees. 

(:{) Aiiiiounccjiicnt ot Petitions, IJills and Ue.solution.s. 

(4) I nlinislitHl Business of preceding day. 

(5) Special Orders. . , , ^. 

(6) General Orders: First, bills and resolutions on third reading; 
second, bills and re.soliitions on second reading; but nu-ssages from the* 
(Jovernor and House of Representatives, and communications and reportft 
from State oftieers, and reports from the Committees on En^^rossed Bills 
and Enrolled Bills nniy be received and acted on under any order of 
business. 
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POWKRS AND Dl'TIES OF THE PBBSIIVKNT. 

^. lit' sliall take the chair promptly at 1h«> appoint oil tiTiH» and proceed 
with the hiisinc-;s of tlie Senate accortliu;,' to the ruh's athipteti. At any 
time during the absence of the I'resiident. the l*resident pro Ivinpore, who 
shall be elected, shall preside, and he is hereby vested, during such time, 
with all the powers of the I'n .ident, except that of driving a casting vote 
in case of a tie, when he shall have voted as a Senator 

4. lie shall assi<rii to I)<M>ikeej)ers tlicir respect iv»» duties and stations, 
and shall appoint such t-niployee?* and assistants to them as he may deem 
necessary. 

OP TUB C'LKKK. 

5. The Proidf'ut and Clerk of tlie Senate shall si-e that all hills shall 
be acted upon hy the Senate in tin* order in which they stand upon th«? 
Calendar, unU'ss otherwise ordered, a.s hereinafter provided. The C/alen- 
dar shall include the number and title of bills and joint resolutions 
which liave passed the Houi«e of Representatives and have been received 

by the Sen ate for eoneunetice. 

<». The ("lerk shall <•( rlify the pai^^aL'e of hilU hy the Senate, with the 
date thereof, together with the fact whether passed hy a vote of three- 
fifths or two-thirds of the Senate, whenever such vote may be required 
by the Constitution and laws of this State. 

OF TIIK RIUUTS AM) PITIES OF SKNATOKS. 

7. Every Senator presenting a paper shall endorse the same; if a peti- 
tion, memorial, or report to the (Jeneral Assembly, with a hrief state- 
ment of its 8Ubje<*t or contents, adding his ihnue; if a resolution, with 
his name; if a report of a eonuuitt(*e a statement of such report, with 
the name of the conunitlee and memher making the same; if a bill, a 
statement of its title, which shall contain a brief statement of the sub- 
ject or contents of the bill, with his name; and all bills, resolutions,, 
petitions and memorials shall l»e deliver('d to the Clerk and by him 
handwl to the President, to he hy liini refern-d. and he shall antiouneo 
the titles and references of the same, which shall be entered on the 
Journal. 

8. All motions shall be reduced to writing, if desired by the President 

or any Senator, delivered i)i at the tahle and read by the President or 

Clerk, before the same shall he dehated: hut any such Tnotion may be 
withdrawn hy the introducer at any time hefore (h-eision or amendment. 

0. If any question contains several distinct propositions, it shall be 
divided by the President, at the request of any Senator: Provided^ each 
subdivision, if left to itself, shall form a substantive proposition. 

10. When the President is putting a question, or a division hy count- 
ing shall he had. no Senator shall walk out of or across the house, nor 
when a Senator is speaking pass hetween him and the President. 
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11. Eveiy Senator wishing to speak or debate, or to pi e^ient a petition 
or other paper, or to mako a motion or report, sliiill rise from his seat 
and address tlie President, and sliall not proceed further until recop^nized 
by him. Senator shall speak more than twice nor longer than thirty 
minutes on the same day on the same subject without leave of the Sen- 
ate; and when two or more Senators rise at once the President shalt 
name the Senator wlio is first to speak. 

12. Every Senator wlio shall be witliin the bar of the Senate when the 
question is stated by the Chair shall vote thereon, unless he shall be 
excused by the Senate, or unless he be directly interested in the question ; 
and the bar of the Senate shall include the entire Senate Chandjer. 

13. When a motion to adjourn, or for reeess. shall be aflirmatively 
determined, no nuMnber or ollieer sliall leave his place till adjournment 
or recess shall be declared by the President. 



STANDING OOMMITTEES. 



14, The following-named committees shall be appointed by the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, eaeh committee consisting of as many members as may 
be deemed expedient:

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HOUSE KULES. 



TOtClllNG THE DLTIKS OF THE «FEAKLB. 

1. It shall be the duty of the Speaker to have the sessions of this 

House opened with prayer in accordanci- with tlie oidcr of this body. 

2. !le shall take tlie chair every day prcci-cly at the liour to which 
the House on the preceding day adjourned, biiall immediately call the 
members to order, and on the appearance of a quorum cause the Journal 
of the preceding day to be read. 

3. He shall preserve order and decorum, may speak to points of order 
in prefiMtMicc to other members, risin;; from his seat for that purpose, 
and shall tlecide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the House by 
any member, on which appeal no member shall speak more than once, 
unless by leave of the House. 

4. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 

.">. (,>u<'stions shall lie init in thi*i form, namely: •"Tlioxf in favor (as 
the question may be) will say aye," an»l after the allirmative voic<^ has 
bfcn expressed. "Tliose opposed will say no." Upon a call for a division, 
the Speaker shall count; if required, he shall appoint tellers. 

6. The Speaker shall have a general direction of the hall. He -^hall 
have a riifht to nani<' any member to ])erforni the duties of the chair, but 
substitution shall not evteud beyond one day, except in case of sickness 
or by leave of the House. 

7. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless otherwise 
specially ordered by the House. 

8. In all elections the Speaker may vote. In all other cases he may 
exercise his right to vote, or he may reserve this right until there is a 
tie. 

0. All acts, addresses and resolutions shall be signed by the Speaker,, 
and all warrants and subpoenas issued by order of the House shall be 
under his hand and seal, attested by the Clerk. 

U). In ease of anv disturbanei* or disorderlv conduct in tlie ijalleries or 

_ * _ _ * 

lobby, the Spoak<'r (or Chainuan of the Committee of the Whole) shall 
have power to order the same to be cleared. 

11. No ])er.Hon except members of the Senate, officers and clerks of the 
two Houses of the General Assembly, Judges of the Supreme and Supe- 
rior Courts, olTicers of tho State, persons particularly invited by the 
8peak<'r or scmie member, and sucli gentlenu'U as have been nieinbcrs of 
either House of the Legislature or of a convention of the people of the 
State, shall be admitted within the hall of the House. 

12. Reporters wishing to take down debates may be admitted b.\ the 
Speaker, who shall assign such places to them on the floor or i Kewhere. 
to effect this object, as shall not interfere with the convenience of the 
House.

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13. Smoking shall not be allowed in the hall, the lobbies or the gal- 
leries. 

OUDEB OF BUtilKEttii OF THE DAY. 

14. After the reading of the Journal of the preceding day, which shall 
stand approved without objection, the House shall proceed to business in 

the followint; order, viz.: 

(1) The reccivin^^r of pt'titioiis, memorials and papers addressed to the 
General Assembly or to the House. 

(2) Heports of standing committees. 

(3) Ileports of select committees. 

(4) Resolutions. 

(5) Bills. , 
(G) The unfinished business of the precedin<>^ day. 

(7) Bills, resolutions, petitions, memorials, messages and other papers 
on the Calendar,, in their exact numerical order, unless displaced by the 
orders of the day; but motions and messages to elect officers shall always 
be in order. 

ON DECORUM A Mi DiuBATE. 

15. When any member is about to speak in debate or deliver any mat- 
ter to the House, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address the 

Speaker. 

16. When tlie Speaker sluill call a member to order, the member shall 
sit down, as also he shall when called to order by another member, unless 
the Speaker decide the point of order in his favor. By leave of the 
Hons*' a member called to order may clear a matter of fact, or explain, 
but simll not proceed in debate so long as the decision stands l)ut by per- 
mission of the House. Any menil)er may appeal from the (U-cision of the 
chair, and, if upon appeal, the decision be in favor of the member called 
to order, he may proceed; if otherwise, be shall net, except by leave of 
the House; and if the case, in the judgment of the House, require it, he 
shall be liable to its censure. 

17. No member .sliall speak until reeog^nized liy tlie Chair, and when 
two or more members rise at the same time, the Speaker shall name the 
member to speak. 

18. No member shall speak more than twice on the main question, nor 
longer than thirty minutes for tlie first speech, and fifteen minutes for 

the second speecli : nor shall he speak more lhan once upon an amendment 
or motion to commit or ])Ostpone. and then not lonjrer than ten minutes. 
But the House may, by consent of the majority, suspend the operation of 
this rule during debate. 

10. While the Speaker is putting any question, or addressing the 
House, no person shall speak, stand up, walk out of or across tlie House, 
nnr wlien a member is speaking entertain private discourse, stand up, or 
pa>< iK'tween him and the chair. 

20. No member shall vote on any question in the case when he was not 
present when the question was put by the Speaker, except by the consent 
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of the House. Upon u diviaiou and count of the House on any (question, 
no member without the bar shall be counted. 

21. Ever>' member who shall be in the hall of the House when the 

question is put, sliall «,'ivc liis vote. ui)oii a call of the ayes and noes, 
unless the House for special reasons >hall excuse him, and no application 
to be excused from votins or to explain a vote shall be entertained unless 
made before the call of the roll. The hall of the House shall include the 
lobbies, gallery and ollices connected with the hall. 

22. W hen a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by the 
Speaker, or if written it slinll be handed to the chair and read aloud by 
the Speaker or Clerk before debate. 

23. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Speaker or any 
two members desire it. 

24. After a nnftion is stated by the Speaker or read by the Clerk, it 
shall be deemed to be in possessi^m of the House, but may he withdrawn 
before a decision or amendment, except in «'ase of a motion to reconsider, 
which motion, wnen made by a member, sijali be deemed and taken to be 
in possession of the House, and shall not be withdrawn without leave of 
the House. 

JT). When a question is under debate no motion shall be received but to 
adjourn, to lay on tlie table, to postpone indelinitely. to post pone to a 
day certain, to conunit or amend, which several motions sliall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they stand arranged ; and no motion to lay 
on the table, to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a day cigrtain, to 
commit or amend, Wing decided, shall be again allowed on the same day 
and at the same stage of the hill or proposititm. 

20. A motion to adjourn or lay on the table shall be decided without 
debate, and a motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except when 
the House is voting or some member is speaking; but a motion to 
adjourn shall not follow a motion to adjourn until debate or some busi- 
ness of Ihe TTonse lias intervened. 

27. \\ lien a question has Iteen postjioned indefinitely, tlie same shall 
not be acted on again during the session, except upon a two-thirds vote. 

28. Any member may call for a division of the question, when the 
same shall atoit of it, which shall be determined by the Speaker. 

29. When a motion has been once made and carried in the afTirmative 
or negative, it sliall he in order for any member of the majority to move 
for the reconsideration thereof, on the same or succeeding day, unless it 
may have already passed the Senate, and no motion to reconsider shall be 
taken from the table except by a two-thirds vote. But unless such vote 
has been taken by a call of the yeas and nays any member may move to 
reconsider. 

30. \\ hen the reading of a paper is called for, which lias been read in 
the House, and the same is objected to by any member, it shall be deter- 
mined by a vote of the House. 

31. Petitions, memorials and other papers addressed to the House shall 
he j)re-( Tit ed by the Speaker, or by a member in his place; a brief state- 
ment of the contents thereof shall be verbally made by the introducer, 
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and shall not be debated or decided on the day of their being first read, 
unless the House shall direct otherwise, but uiaXl lie on the table, to be 
taken up in the order they were read. 

32. When the ayes and noes are called for on any question, it shall be 
on motion before the question is put; and if seconded by one-fifth of the 
members present, the question shall be decided b}- the ayes and noes; 
and in taking the nyos nml noos, or on a call of the House, the names of 
the niembcrs will be taken alphabetically. 

33. Decency of speech shall be observetl and personal reflections care- 
fully avoided. 

34. Any member, after the expiration of the mominff hour, may rise to 

a question of personal privilege, but if the question of porsonal privilege 
be decided against him he shall not proceed, unless the ruling of the 
Speaker be reversed by the House. 

35. Any fifteen members, including the Speaker, shall be authorized to 
compel the attendance of absent members. 

3G. No member or ofticer of the House shall absent himself from the 
service of the House without leave, unless from siekness or in;il>ility. 

37. Any member may excuse himself from serving on any committee if 
he is a member of two standing committees. 

38. If any member shall be necessarily absent on temporary business 
of the Housip when a vot(> is taken upon any question, upon entering the 
House he shall bo permitted, on reque^, to vote, provided that the result 
shall not be tlieieby aft'eeted. 

39. No siaiuling rule or order shall be rescinded or altered without 
one day's notice given on the motion thereof, and to sustain such motion 
two-thirds of the House shall be required. 

•to. The members of this House shall uncover their heads upon enter- 
ing the hall wliilsl the House is in session, and shall continue .so un- 
covered during their continuance in the hall, except Quakers. 

41. A motion to reconsider shall be determined by a majority^ vote, 
except a motion to reconsider an indefinite postponement, or a nioticm to 
reconsider a motion tabling a motion .to reconsider, which shall require 
a two-thirds vote.

To be appointed by the Speaker, and the first announced on each com> 
mittee shall be ehairnnin. In addition to the above standing eomniittees, 
the Speaker shall appoint another (two mrnihers of each judicial dis- 
trict) to be denominated the Coniniittco on Private Bills. 

43. In forming a Committee of the Whole House, tlie Speaker shall 
leave the chair, and a chairman to preside in committee shall be ap- 
pointed by the Spt aker. 

44. Upon bills submitted to a Coinniittee of the Whole IIon«ie. the bill 
shall be first read throu^rliont by tlie Clerk, and then a;.rJiin read and 
debated by sections, leaving the preamble to be last considered. The body

45. The rules of proceeding in the House shall he observed in a Com- 
mittee of the Whole House, so far as they may be applicable, except the 
rule limiting the time of sp( akiii^x and the previous question. 

46. Jn a Committee of the \\ hole liouse^ a motion that the committee 
rise shall always he in order, except when a member is speaking, and 
shall be decided without debate. 

47. Every bill shall be introduced by motion for leave, or by order of 
the House, or on the report of a committee, unless introduced in regular 
order during,' the morning hour. 

IS. All hills and resolutions reported from any committee, with a 
reeoniniendation for action by the House, shall slate in the report that a 
majority of the committee was present and voting upon the same. 

49. Every bill shall receive three several readings in the House, pre- 
vious to its passage, and the Speaker shall give notice at each whether it 
be its first, seennd or third readin<r. 

50. Any meniher introducintr a bill or resolution shall briefly endorse 
thereon tlie substance of the same. 

51. The Speaker shall refer all bills and resolutions, upon their intro- 
duction, to the appropriate committee, unless otherwise ordered. 

r)2. Tlie Clerk f»f th(> House shall keep a separate calendar of the pub- 
lic and jtriNate bills, and shall ninnher them in the or<l<'r in wliieh they 
are introduced; and all bills shall be disposed of in the order they stand 
upon the Calendar, but the Committee on Rules may at any time arrange 
the order of precedence in which bills may be considered. No public bill 
shall he twice read on the same day without the concurrence of two- 
thirds of the nienihers. 

53. All resolutions whieh may grant money out of the Treasury, or 
such as shall be of a public nature, shall be treated in all respects in a 
similar manner with public bills. 

54. The.Clerk of the House shall be deemed to continue in office until 
another is np]>ointed. 

ri)on tile motion of any niemher there shall be a call of the House, 
a majority of the mcndxMs present assenting thereto, and upon a call of 
the House the names of the members shall be called over by the Clerk 
and the absentees noted, after which the names of the absentees shall 
again he called over. The doors shall then he clo-ed and those from 
whom n<» excuse or ■^ufrieient «>\enses are made may, by order of those 
present, if tillcen in number, be taken into custody as they ai)pear, or 
may be sent for and taken into custody wherever to be found by special 
messenger appointed for that purpose. 
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PRKVlOl .S KSTION. 

56. The previouM question shall be as* follows: "Shall the main ques. 
tidii h(> now ])iit ?'* ;iiul, until it is dcH idod, shall preclude all amendments 
and dchatos. It Ihi;* question shall hi' dccich'd in the affirnialivo. the 
"main questioji" shall be on the passage of the bill, resolution or otlier 
matter under consideration; but when amendments are pending the 
quefition shall he taken upon such amendments, in their order, without 
further debate or amendment. If such question be decided in the nega- 
tive, the nifiin questioii shall he eonsidered as leniaininjj under dehate: 
Fv'ji tded, that no one shall move the previous (|ue>tion exce])t tlu' mem- 
ber submitting the report on the bill or other matter under consid«ra- 
tion, and the member introducing the bill or other matter under con- 
sideration, or the member in eharge of the measure. 

When a motion for tlie previous question is made, and pendinLT the 
second thereto hv a maioritv. d«'hate sliall cease, hut if aiiv niend)er 
obtains the tloor he may move to lay the matter under consideration on 
the table, or move an adjournment, and when both or either of these 
motions is pending the question shall stand:

And then upon the main question, or amendments, or the motion to 
postpone indefinitely, po«[tpone to a day certain, to commit or amend, in 
the onler of their precedence, until the main question is reached or dis- 
posed of : hut aft<'r the previoiw question has been called by a majority, 
no nioti«»u. amendment or dehate shall be in order. 

All motions below the motion to lay on the table must be made prior 
to a motion for the previous question; but, pending and not after the 
second therefor hy the majority of the House, a motion to adjourn or lay 
on the table, or holh, are in order. This constitutes the precedence of 
the luotion to adjourn and lay on the table over other motions, in 
Rule i:^.

When the previous quetition is called, all motions below it fall, unless

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AN ACT TO MAKE APPROPRIATIONS FOR STATE 

INSTITUTIONS. 



The (Jcncral Assembly of NortJi Carolina do enact i 

Section 1. Tliat for the Xoitli Carolina School for the Deaf and 
Dumb, the sum of forty-two tlioiisjind live hundred dollars is hereby 
annually uppropriated for the support and maintenance of said institu- 
tion. And the stim^ of five thousand dollars is further appropriated for 
the purpose of liquidating and diseharging the deficit and debt of said 
institution existing at thf date df the ratification of this act. And all 
other appropriations iu'relofore iiiail*' arc licichy revoked. 

Sec. 2. Tliat for the support and niainteuanee of the Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb and Blind, the sum of sixty thousand dollars is 
hereby annually appropriated; and the sum of ten thousand dollars is 
further appro])riatc<l for the purpose of liquidating and dis< !i;i rL'i iig all 
debts of said institution existing at the date of the rat ilica t ion ol this 
act, and ^.'iO.OO annually for books; and all other appropriations hereto- 
fore made are hereby revoked.

That for the purpose of the sup])ort and maintenance of the 
State Hospital at Morganton, an annual appn^priation of one hundred

. existing at the date of the ratification of this act. the sum of seven 
thousand dollars is hereby appropriated: and all other appropriations 
her'jtofore made are hereby revoked. 

Sec. 5. That for the support and maintenance, and out of which to 
pay tlie accrued and accruing interest upon its debt, the sum of fifty- 
eight thousand dollars is annually appropriated to tlic State Hospital 
at Goldsboro; and for the purp«»se of li(|uidating and discharging the 
debt and liability of said institution existing at the date of the ratifica- 
tion of this actj the sum of four thousand seven hundred and sixty- 
six dollars and ninety-five cents, is hereby further appropriated; and tul 
other appropriations heretofore made are lierebv revoked. 

Sec. 6. That to the Hospital for the Dangerous Insane, the sum of five 
thou.sand dollars is hereby annually appropriated; for the construction 
of heating apparatus, the stun of one thousand dollars; and all other 
appropriations heretofore made are hereby revoked. 
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Sec. 7. To the Soldiers* Home, an annual ajipiopriaiion of thirteen 
thousand dollars is hereby made, and the further sum of two thousand 

four liimdriHl dollars is hereby appropriated for the ueeessary repairs to 
the buildings oecupioil and used for the purj)os«'s of this establishment; 
and all other appropriations heretofore made an' hereby revoked. 

Sec. 8. That the sum of thirty-seven thousand five hundred dollars is 
annually appropriated for the support and maintenance of the Univer- 
sity of Xortli Carolina, and the further sum of two thousand and five

That for the support and maintenance ol the Stale Ncjrmal 
and Industrial College at Greensboro, an annual appropriation of forty 
thousand dollars is nereby made, and in addition thereto the sum of 
four thousand dollars is hereby appropriated as a specific appropriation 
for ne<'ded repairs and betterment of said Colle<xe, inehiding cold stor- 
a<re; and a further sum of three tliousand dollars is hereby annually

STATBUXXT THB BTATE DEBT. 

As provided in chapter 750, Laws of 1903, there were issued $300,000 
of four per cent. State bonds, and during the two past flseal yearn new 
bonds were issued in lieu of the old State bonds, exchangeable under the 
Act of 1879, amounting to $10,300, leaving the State debt as follows:

IIK)."), 
This law sliould be re-enacted, as these bonds are continually being 
found among old papers and should be funded. 

By doubling my estimate of income for the fiscal year 1905, it will be 
seen that the income for two years is $3,462,028. Deducting therefrom 
my estimate of expenses for tlie two years gives a ^urplns of $298,378, 
the receipts bein«^ that much greater than the disbursements. Taking 
the following statement of the amounts that I am informed by the several 
institutions they will ask for, it will be observed that they will ask for 
$1,509,900, winch is in exeess of the amount now being received of 
.$569,900, and to pay this excess amount will require a nrroiior income 
from the taxable property of the State, as the revenue expected to be 
received is not sutUeienl to meet all these demands. 

INVESTMENTS. 

The State holds as an investment 30,002 shares of stock in the North 
Carolina Railroad Company. 12,066 shares of stock in the Atlantic and 
Xorth Carolina Railroad Company, and J. 100 sliares of stock in the 
Wilkesboro and Jeflerson Turnpike Company. The income from the 
railroad stock will be about $230,000 per annum.

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THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA.

The University of North Oaroliiia was ordRined of the people in the 
first Constitution of the State, adopted in 1776, and received t he grant of 
a cliarter in 1789. Tiie University was opened to students in 1795. It is 
the oldest iState Luiversity in the South.

Since that tiin<> the ])r«)p<'r1y of the I'nivorsity lias steadily grown, 
until it is valued at mure than half a million dollars. This has been 
chietly through the generobity of alumni and friends. Since the re- 
opening in 1875, the gifts have exceeded $300,000. It now has a campus 
of forty-eight acres, with sev^ iit( en builtlings. Five of these have been 
added in the iiast five years. These have heen rendered necessary liy the 
rapid ^nowth of the institution, and still otheris are imperatively needed 
to render the work ethcient and satisfactory. The University owns a 
central heating plant, electric li|rhting plant and new water-works. The 
latter is the chief provision which the State has made for its material 
equipment since its cnarter was granted, one hundred and fifteen yeart 
ago. 

(JROWTH. 

At the re-opening in 1875 there were sixty-nine students in attendance 

and seven instructors. In 1904 the number of studmts was six hundred 
and twenty and the faculty consisted of sixty-seven instructors and 
other ollieers. These nuiiibers do not include the Summer School for 
Teachers. Some four thousand teaeher.s of the State have been helped by 
the University Summer School since its beginning. The total number A 
students amounts to over ten thousand. 

The University comprises the following departments: The ^^^frp^ 
Department, Graduate Department, Law School, Medical School, Sehool 

of Pharmacy, School of Minin^i. and Summer School. 

The last two years of the course in medicine are given by the depart- 
ment at Kaleigh. 

SERVICE TO THC STATE. 

Durinjr the more than a century of its existence the University has 
sent forth thousands of trained men into the service of the State, who 
have largely made it wliat it is, and arc still most potent for its up- 
building and for every good within its borders. It is emphatically an 
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institution for the man of small means. Over one-half of its students 

are earning their way or liave had to borrow money for their education. 
It holds out an opiKJil unity for tlie l)est education for every deserving 

Soor boy in the JState, ol whatever creed or party. There can be no true 
emocracy nor genuine progress without such an institution, supported 
by the people and controlled by the pe<^le for the State. 

INCOME. 

The annual appropriation by the State amounts to $37,500. The stu- 
dents' fees amount to about $S8»000. The- reoeipts from other sources 
bring the sum total to $80,000. Tliis is about $50»000 less than the 

income of otlier Southern institutions of tlie same rank and the same 
number of slu(l»'uts. The iuconic must he increased to provide for the 
larger faculty needed by tlie great number of students, to pay for insur- 
ance and to keep the property in fitting order and repair. 

OOST TO THE 8TATB. 

The State has in one hundred and lif teen years contributed altogether 
$530,000 to the support of the University. Thin has been almost entirely 
in the way of annual income. It has received gifts amounting to fully 
as much. The I'niversitv draws fifty or move students n vcar from other 
States, and it is a conservative calculation that the sum thus brought 
into the State and the sum saved to the State by those who would other- 
wise go beyond its borders for an education amount to more than one 
hundred thousand dollars a year — a splendid financial return for the 
amount invested. 

2iEEDS, 

Two needs are most pressing — an increased income and a new chemical 
laboratory. The present laboratory simply cannot accommodate those 

who demand the training, and it is crowdea to a dangerous extent. The 
department of chemistry has made a name for itself and added to the 
reputation of the L'niversity and the State by the splendid scientific 
work which it has none. 
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THE NORTH CAROUNA COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE AND 

MECHANIC ARTS. 

Du. GmomE T. Winston, rreaident. 

This College was founded ''to promote the liberal and practical educa- 
tion of the industrial classes in the several pursuits ana professions of 

life." Its doors were opened Oct()l)er 1, 1889, with one building and five 
teachers. It now ha?^ fifteen buildings, thirty-five teachers and five hun- 
dred and twenty students, not counting the students of the Summer 
School, which enrolled the past year -nine hundred and seventy-nine 
teachers and three hundred and fifty visitors. 

The College is on llillsboro street, a mile and a quarter west of the 
State Capitol. Street cMrs run to the Colle«:e evory fifteen minutes. The 
location is very beautiful and is suitable in all respects to the needs of 
the College. It is a favorite place for visitors, who are welcome at all 
hours. College work begins daily at 8 o'clock A. ^T. and closos at 4:16 
o'clock P. M. There is a drill of the battalion on Mondays, Weilnoilays 
and Fridays from 4:30 to o:.S() P. jM. The battalion dress parade is 
usually held on the College campus at 4:30 P. M., Mondays. 
' It is a fine sight to see the cadets at the A. & M. College working in 
the shops, laboratories, green-houses, barn, dairy and spinning and weav- 
ing rooms. Tlie dairy work is from 8 to 10 o'clock daily. The other 
work of the College goes on })retty much all day. The College gives a 
practical education for industrial life. Its motto is "Work." It re- 

?uires every student not only to learn bodes, but also to I^m to work, 
t teaches, too, system, order, economy, punctuality and discipline. 

THE PURPOSE OF THE COLLEOK. 

The College is an institution where young men of character, energy 
and ambition may fit themselves for usieful and honorable work in any 
line of industry in which training and skill are requisite to siucess. It 
is intend('(l to train farmers, meolianies, engineers, architects, draughts- 
men, iiiacliinists, electricians, miners, metallurgists, chemists, dyers, 
mill workers, manufacturers, stock-raisers, fruit-growers, truckers and 
dairymen, by giving them not only a liberal but a special education, 
with such manual and technical training as will qualify them for their 
future work. 

It ofTers practical and tcolinical education in agriculture, horticulture, 
animal husbandry, civil engineering, mechanical engineering, electrical 
engineering, mining engineering, metallurgy, chemistry, dyeing, textile 
industry, and architecture. It also oflTers practical training in carpen- 
try, wood-turning, hiacksmithing. machinists' work, mill work, boiler 
tending, engine tending, dynamo tending, and road-building. 

Although the leading purpose of the College is to furnish technical 
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and practical instruction, yet other siibji eta essential to a liberal edu- 
cation are not omitted. Tlioroiiph instruction is given in English, math- 
ematics, history, political ecouomy, physics, chemiatry, botany, zoology, 
physiology, and geology. 

The College is not a place for vouug men who desire merely a general 
education without manual or teconical training, nor for lads lacking in 
physical dovclopmont, mental capacity or nior;il fibre, nor for lliose that 
arc unwilling to observe regularity, system and order in their daily 
work.

The Faculty will require any student to withdraw from College when 
it appears that he ia not using hie time profiiably. 
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THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 
S. L. Pattbrsoit, CtmmiMumer of Affrioulture, 

The State Constitution adoptod hy tho Convention of 1875 directs the 
General Assembly to establish a Department of Agriculture, Immigra- 
tion and Statistics. 

In obedience to this requirement the Legislature first succeeding, in 
1877, in the beginning of Governor Vance's administration, established 
the Department, placing it under control and supervision of a board, 
compri-ed of the (Jovemor, State rieolo<jist. blaster State Grange Pat- 
rons of Husbandry, President Stale Agricultural Society, President 
Agricultural CoUe^ of State, and two skilled ajppriculturists. Various 
changes in the composition of the board and in the method of appoint- 
ing or eleeting its membors have taken place. At the present the 
board consists of eleven members — one from eucli Conixiossional Dis- 
trict — who are appointed by the Governor and confirmed by tlie Senate 
for terms of six years, and*^ of the Commissioner of Agriculture, who is 
ex officio chairman of the hoard. 

The Commissioner of Aj^ricnltnre. who is the chief exoentivo officer of 
the Department, was elected by the Board of Agriculture from the begin- 
ning up to 1899, when the Legislature of that year, in order to bring the 
Department in closer touch with the people, especially the farmers of 
the State, so changed the law as to require the election of the Commit 
sioner to be made m general election with other State officers for a term 
of four years, the Legislature itself eleeting the Commissioner for a 
short term, until the general election of 1900. 

The Commissioners in the order of their terms have been: L. L. Polk 
of Anson county, BAbntford McGehee of Caswell county, John Robinson 
of Anson county, S. J^. Patterson of Caldwell county. J. M. Mewborn of 
Lenoir county, j. R. Smith of Wayne county, S. L. Patterson of Cald- 
well county. 

Tlie Secretaries have been: P. M. Wilson, Wake county; T. K. Bru- 
ner, Rowan county; J. L. Ramsey. Wake county; T. K. Bruner, Rowan 

count V. 

The State rheniists have ])een : A. L. r^doux. C. W. Dabney, H. B.

Tlie wise men wlio originated and developed the idea of a department 
for the betterment of the State's interests, the committee which pre- 
pared the bill, and the Legislature that enacted the law had a broad 
comprehension of the State's needs. Surely they builded wiser than they 
knew. 

It is remarkable that during all the changes of the years the essential 
features of the original law are still retained, with such changes only 
and additions as have become necessary from experience or changed con- 
ditions. Among the duties oriL'inally imposed on the Department, and 
still retained, are the following;

The lioard is cliargetl with — 

1. Investigations relating to the improvement of agriculture, the 
beneficial use of commercial ferUIizers and composts, and for the induce- 
ment of labor and capital. 

2. With investi*r;itions for the improvemont of milK and bcof cattle, 
and esp<»cially witli investigations relating to the ilis(>ase9 of cattle and 
other domestic animals — having power to quarantine infected animals 
and to regulate the transportation of stock within the State. 

:i. With investigations of the ravage>< of insects injuriously afTecting 
maiket gar«lenH. fruits, etc., and with dissemination of information 
essential for tlieir abatement. 

4. Willi investigations directed to the introduction and fostering of 
new agricultural industries adapted to the various soils and climate of 
the State. 

"). W ith investigations relative to the suhject of drainage an«I irriga- 
tion, and mineral and domestic Hourcei» of fertilizer, including compost- 
ing, etc. 

6. With the collection of information relating to the subject of farm 

fences, etc. 

7. W'ith the enforc<>ment of the laws enact e«l for the sale of commer- 
cial fertilizers, seeds, food products, and with authority to make regula- 
tions concerning ihe same. 

8. With the dissemination of information relative to the advantages 
oi soil and climate, and to the natural resources and industrial opportu- 
nities ofTered in the State. 

All of these (lii1ie<. and others, were en joined upon the Hoard of Agri- 
culture in the beginniiiir. and remain practically the .same. 

To these subsequent Legislatures have added the holding of Farmers' 
Institutes, the publication of the monthly Bulletin of the Department, 
and the collecting and maintaining of the Museum. 

Hie Farmers Institutes have increased in interest and att(>ndance and 
are now <me of the |K>pular features <d" the Depart mciit -i \\(i?k. 

Tlie Bulletin is the mouth-piece of the Department and conveys to the 
twenty-five thousand farmers, whose names are on the mailing lists, the 
results of its work in its various lines. 

The Act of 1877 provided for the ^stablislmient of an Experiment 
Station for the analvsis of soils, mails, fertilizers, etc.. for conductinf^ 
experiments on the growth and nutrition of plants, to ascertain what 
fertilizers are best suited to the various crops of the State and what 
other crops may be grown to advantage. 

It will be of intere-^t to note that this Kxperinicnt Station was the 
second station established in the United States, that of Connecticut alone 
preceding it. 

This station was afterwards merged with the United States Experi- 
ment Station, established a few years later. But the Board of Agricul- 
ture has established several test farms in difTerent sections of the State, 
differing in soil and climate, which are proving of great value in the 
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testmg of different fertilizers, different crops, different modes of cultiva- 
tion, etc. 

Space liore is not sufficient for giving tlic details of tlio work of the 
Department of Agriculture, as its receipts have increased, its work has 
broadened along the lines of duties imposed by the foregoing and subse- 
quent lawB^ until it may he truthfully said it is more nearly fulfilling 
all the duties imposed upon it than ever hefore in its history. A lar^ 
force of officers and employees is necessary for conducting the work in 
all its various lines and branrhe<5. 

The Department now comprises llie Commissioner's oftlces. from which 
is conducted the business operations and from whicli radiate the other 
lines of work. 

The Division of Chemistry, in charge of Dr. B. W. Kilgore, where all 
analyses are made of fertilizers, oottcm-seed meal, feed and foful stuffs, 
soils, minerals and marls and quantitative analyses of drinking-waters. 
Dr. Kilgore is also director of the United States Experiment Station, 
and is in charge of the experiments at the test farms. 

The Division of Veterinary Scimce, under direction of Dr. Tait But- 
ler, assisted by Dr. Roberts, whose services are devoted to giving infor- 
mation 1o the care and feeding of fai'm animals, improvement of stock, 
treatment of disease, the gradual extermination of the tiek, which is 
the source of the deadly Texas or Splenetic Fever. Dr. Butler's time is 
fully occupied in preparing articles for the Bulletin on these and kin- 
dred suhjeets, in lecturing at Farmers' Institutes and in answering many 
letters seeking information. 

The Division of Entomology, in charge of Mr. Franklin Sherman, 
assisted in part by Mr. Bentley. Mr. Sherman prepares and issues 
many circulars of instruction for the treatment of all sorts of insect 
pesN. especially those affecting vegetables, fruits and fruit trees. His 
woik has been of inestimable A'alue alonrr fliese lines. 

The Division of Hortictilture, recently e-tahlished, under direction of 
Prof. H. H. Hume. Professor Hume's efforts will be devoted to the 
interests of truckings the home and market garden, culture, preserva- 
tion and marketing of the fruits of the State. It is believed that this 
will prove to be one of the most valuable divisions of the Department. 

The Division of Botany and BiologN% in cliarge of Dr. Oerald MeCar 
thy, who, in addition to his work for the Department, makes all neces- 
saiy haoteriological analyses of drinking-waters for the State Board of 
Health. 

By act of the Legislature of 1879 a State Musomn was directed to he 
collected for illustrating the natural resources and history of the State. 
This was a small affair to begin with. Together with the offices of the 
Department, it occupied a rented apartment down-town. 

Acting under the advice and authority of that great man, wise states- 
man and lofty patriot, whom >3'orth Carolina is so justly proud of, who 
was then Oovernor — Thomas J. Jarvis — the property wa-^ purchased, 
which has since been greatly enlarged, where the Department now has its

home. No other museum in the South is comparable with our«, and 
▼ery few in the United States surpaM its collections in interest and 
value. 

The Hall of History, established throup^h the indefatiprable industry 
and perseverance of Col. Fred. A. Olds, is <;ointr to quicken a new 
intercbt in our dormant State history and add immeasurably to its 
importance. 

■ The members of the Legislature are invited and urged to come and 
examine the operations of the Department and of all its divisions, to 
inspect the Museum and to study the historical collection^. 

Thebe could not be duplicated. Some are of priceless value. They tell 
many a tale of the glorious past, of the social life of the pe^iple, of their 
skill and industry, and, more than all, of that period of valor, of heroism, 
of self-sacrifice and of poverty which is a rich heritage to l^orth Garo- 
lin:i. 

The nicetinjrs of the Senate and House Committees of Agriculture are 
held in the Department rooms, where they may be assured of warm wel- 
come. . 



THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE NORMAL AND INDUSTRIAL 

COLLEGE. • 

C iiAKLi::N D. MclVliB, President. 

The State Normal and Industrial College for the white women of 
North Carolina is hn-ated at Creensboro. It was established by net of 
the (Vnrral Assembly of 1S!>1 and first opened its <Io(»rs to students in 
October, 1892. The C'olle;,'e is a part of the public-school system, and, in 
the words of the act establishiu*^ it, 'The object of this institution 
shall be— 

"1. To give young women such education as shall fit them for teach- 
ing. 

2. To fjive instruction to youni.' wimn n in drawin^j. tele«xraphy. type- 
writing, stenograpliy and such other industrial arts as may be suital)le 
to their sex and conducive to their support and usefulness. Tuition 
shall he free to those who signify their intention to teach, upon such 
conditions as may ue presrribo«l bv llie T.oard nf T^in'otors." 

Xo student ran receive free tuition williout takini; n pledije to teach 
in the schools of the State for at least two years, liy the charter of the 
institution, board must be furnished in its dormitories at actual cost. 
The College, with its new buildings replacinj? those recently destroyed by 
fire, has dormitory aceonimodat ion< for 120 students. One half of tlie 
dormitory space is re^<Myed fo?- 1 uition payinir students and one-half for 
free-tuition students, part of the tuition-paying?, and part of the free- 
tuition students being obliged to board in private families. The places 
thns reserved for free-tuition students are apportioned by counties ac- 
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cording to law. Theae county appointments merely give the privilege 
of securing board at the reduced rate in the dormitory buildings. If 

the number of applicants from a county exceeds the number which the 
county is entitled to send, the places are awarded by competitive exami* 
nation. 

The annual expenses of a tuition-paying student are $160; of a free- 
tuition student, $115. 

It is the <reneral purpose of the College to giv(> su< li education as will 

add to the ellicieney ol the averntre woman's work, whatever may he her 
lield of lahor. It is tlie special j)urpo>e of tlie Colh'j;*' to <rive to yoiintj 
women .sucii education and training a.s will fit them to work in and 
improve tuc public-sehool system. 

The College embraces twenty-one departments, offering more than one 
hundred courses ot instruction, arranjretl both for rrraduate and under- 
•jraduate work. There are five rej]^ilar courses of four years whicli lead 
to a diploma, and two regular courses of five years each which lead to 
degrees. Special courses are offered, more particularly in the depart- 
ments of Manual IVaining, Domestic Science. Pedagogy, Vocal and In- 
strumental Music and in the Commercial Department. The faculty 
nundu rs t(»rty. 

llic total College property is worth about $300,000. Of this amount 
more thai^ one-fourth has come from private donations. The institution 
is supported by State appropriations, by revenue from tuition fees and 
by private donations. 

The enrollment of stuchiits in the (^ollege for the year 1003-'04 was 
536. About one-third of tlie number annually enrolled have defrayed 
their own expenses. Over eighty per cent, received their previous train- 
ing partially or entirely in the public schools. About two-thirds of the 
matriculates and over ninety-five per cent, of the graduates have taught 
since leaving the College. 



NORTH CAROLINA INSTITUTION FOR THE DEAF AND DUMB 

AND THE BLIND. 

John E. Rat, Prineipal. 

Jn IS 13 the question of estal)lishing a school for the deaf and blind of 
the State was fiisf atntated. when W. T). Cooke, of VirLrinia. came to tli*^ 
State with a party of deaf children from Virginia, and going into sev- 
eral counties of the State and giving exhibitions of the manner of teach- 
ing the deaf. Governor Morehead urged the establishment of such a 
school, and on January 12. 1845. a bill entitled "An act to provide for 
the education and maintenance of poor and indigent deaf-mutes and 
blind persons in the State" was passed. The sum of .$5,000 was annually 
appropriated for the maintenance. The first year there were seventeen 
students matriculated, the school opening with just seven on the first 
day of May, 1845. 
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This was the eighth schtK)! of its kind in America; Connecticut, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Ohio, Virginia and Indiana having estab- 
lished like schools in the order named, and Tennessee coming next after 

North rnrolinn. and during the same year. 

The school was at first opened in tcinpornry quarters in a house on 
Hillsboro str€?et, on the lot now occupied by wliat was once called the 
old Exchange Hotel. In 1847 the General Assembly appropriated $5,000 
for a building and made provision for increasing that amount to $10,000 
out of th€ surplus of the annual appropriations. The corner-stone of 
the present main Iniildinjr on Caswell Square wa-^ laid on the 14tli of 
April, 184!), hy the (irand i^oduc of Masons, and an address was made by 
Rev. Samuel S. liryan, of New Ikrn, N. C. 

In 1851. Mr. John Kelly, of Orange county, made a bequest of $6,000 
to aid in the education of indig^ent deaf-mutes. 

In lSr»S the General Assembly made provision for the education of the 
colored deaf and blind children of the State. This was the first school 
for the colored deaf and blind established in America. The colored 
department opened on the 4th of January, 1869, with twenty-six pupils. 
The enrollment baa since reached 175, the largest and beat equipped 
school for the colored deaf and lilind in the whole country. 

All the laws ]MMtainin^ to tlie management of the Institution are to 
be found in V<d. II of The ("od»'. chapter 2, se« tions -iiiiT ^-iao. There 
have been no material changes since of any iujportance, minor changes 
' having been made as follows: Chapter 180, Session Laws of 1885; Chap- 
ter 386, Session Laws of 1885, pertaining to the ending of the fi^scal 
year. htkI the L'ivinir or sellin<? of intoxicants to inmates of rlinritahle 
in*^titulions of the State: Chapter 539, Session Laws <if 1889, j)a^e .lOT ; 
Chapters I'.il and 131, Session Laws of 1803, with reference to qualifi- 
eations and condition of the Principal of the Institution. 

No other changes have since been made, e\r< pt a provision made by 
the f3(-neral Assembly of 1899 to take the appointing; power of members 
of the I^oard of Trust e«'s <tut of the liands of the (tovcrnor. to rr(>t the 
Institution from the control of Governor Russell; and the restoration of 
that power to the Governor two years later, when Oivemor Ayeock was 
elected. 

Tlie present annual appi < y>i iation for the maintenance of the school 
is .^i^tiO.OOO, made so liy the la>t (icneral Assembly, althon^rh the General 
Asseinl)ly of four years ago made a temporary provi.sion for a like 
amount. 

This institution U doing the best work in its history, as is well at- 
tested by the re]>orts of the heads of the various departments as well as 

the olTicial records. The equipment is bettr-r. tlie ofVicers and teachers 
more skillc<I bv loni; service, and luMiee are more eliicient ; the buil(liiiir> 
are ample, so far as dornutories and school-rooms are concerned, and 
there is room enough for the accommodation of every suitable child in 
the State who needs t1ie advantages so liberally provided by our Com 
monwealth. The buildings will compare most favorably with those of 
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similar institutions in other States, and are far better than are to be 
found in most of the Southern States. 

The attendance, too, lias reaelieil the high*water mark during the past 

two years, 343 being enrolled during one session alone, which is the 
largest in the liistory of the school. This places our Institution amon^,' 
the four largest of its kind in America, and that nieaus that it ranks 
well with the best in the world. And yet there are more than a hundred 
other children in the State who need the advantages offered here, hut the 
management hn^ not yet been able to reach them. This is not due to 
any fault of the school, for very strenuous efforts have been made to 
induce every suitable child to take advantage of the privileges so gra- 
ciously offered. 

Another coiiimendable feature is that the Institution has been con- 
ducted within the provisions of the appropriations made for its mainten- 
ance two years ago, there is not a cent of indebtedness against it. This, 
however, does not mean that there are no special needs pressing upon 
the management. The fact is that the work of the school has been 
seriously hindered on account of some deficiencies which could be sup- 
plied at small cost to the State and would mean a great saving to the 
institution in money, convenience and sanitary provisions. Most of 
these things have been urged upon the attention of the legislature by 
the Board of Directors, the State Board of Health and the Board of 
State Charities for the past four years. 

There is no provision for lighting the buildings without going to the 
enormous expense annually of more than a thousand dollars. This could 
be saveil if the school had its own lighting plant. Tliere is no refrigera- 
tor nor cold-storage provided, and hence meats, etc., which might be 
bought at wholesale prices and stored until used, have to be purchased 
at retail prices. The Institution owns a farm of one hundred acres, 
which it has not been able to utilize, because there has not been money 
to stock and cultivate it. 

At a comparatively small cost the last of the needed plumbing could 
be done and the sanitary conditions all made safe. There must & some 
provision made for sick wards, for enlargement and covering of the 
laundry and kitchen. These departments have received no improvements 
since the number of studenis was but little more than half what it is 
now. A number of basement rooms could be provided for storing vege- 
tables, etc., and for play-rooms for the little ones by putting in cement 
floors; and better protection to the premises could be secured by some 
fencing. 
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THE NORTH CAROLINA RAILROAD COMPANY. 

The building of the North Carolina Railroad was due to the patriot- 
ism, foresight and untiring efforts of Hons. John M. Morehead, Joseph 
Calfhvrll, \ViIliani (Gaston. William A. Crahani, Paul C. Cameron, Calvin 
H. (jlravea and othera, some of whom made great personal sacrifices to 
secure the passage of the act chartering it. This act was ratified Janu- 
ary 27, 1849. and authorized the building of a railroad from the VVil- 
minirton and Kaleigh Kail road, where the same passes over Neuse river 
in W avni' county, via l{aleigh and Salisbury to Charlotte, a distance of 
223 miles, iion. Calvin 11. Graves, Speaker of the House, cast the de- 
ciding vote in favor of the charter. The capital stock was fixed at 
13,000,000, the State subBcribing two-thirds upon ocmdition that the 
other one-third he taken by private subscribers. After much difficulty, 
this one-third was suh^rrihed . and work was inmuMliately begun on the 
road. The forces, beginning at both termini, worked toward each other 
and met at Greensboro. On the 29th of January, 1856, the road-bed was 
ready for the passage of trains from Ckildsboro to Charlotte^ and char- 
ter^ liad been grant cmI for two sections from Ctoldsboro to Morehead City 
and fiom Sali-«i)ury to the Tennessee line. 

By act ratilied the 14th of February, 1855, tbe ( Jeneral Assembly in- 
creased the capital stock to $4,000,000 and subscribed for the State the 
whole of the added capital. From this time till now the State has 
owned three fourths and individuals one-fourth of this road. 

On the H)t)i of An-zust. 1805, the President and l?oard of Directors, by 
authority of law. ]casc<l the road to the Southeru Ixaihvay Company for 
niiicly -nine years, beginning January 1. 189G, in consideration of the 
payment by the lessee of 6% per cent.' upon the capital stock for the first 
>ix years and 7 {mm cent, for the remainder of the term, and in addition 
the sum of $6,000 per annum to cover organization expenses, to pay 
taxes, etc. nie State holds .S0,002 shares of the stock of this road, 
valued at about $5,;{0t).000, on which it receives an anniuil income of 
$210,014. 

The presidents of the company, named in the ordci of their service, 
were Hons. John ^T. Morehead of Guilford, Charles V. Fisher of Kowan, 
I'aul C. Cameron of Orange. Josiah Turner. Sr.. of Orange, \V. A. Smith 
of Johnston. Thomas M. Holt of Alamance, L< e S. Overman of Kowan, 
S. B. Alexander of Mecklenburg, J. F. Kornegay of Wayne, R. M. Nor- 
ment of Robeson, J. L. Armstrong of New Hanover, and H. Q. Chatham, 
the present incimibent, of Surry. 

Col. Fctcr l\. TvuHiii of Orange, for more than thirty years secretary 
and trcasiuMT of the (Mniipany, rcndcrt'd faithful and valuable service. 

The directorate of the company has been composed since its organiza- 
tion of some of the most distinguished men in North Carolina. The 
present Board •is: Hon. J. R. McClelland, State proxy; Hons. H. G. 
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Chatham, President: L. Banks Holt, L. :Mi(li:uix. W. H. Williams, 
George P. Pell, V. E. Turner, C. S. Penn, C. M. C<;oke, Jr.; D. H. 
McLean, Secretary and Treasurer. Tlie directors on the part of the pri- 
vate stockholders are: Gen. R. F. Hoke^, Col. Benehan Cameron, W. E. 
Holt and Hugh McRae. 

Gen. K. F. Hoke has been for many years a prominent member of the 
Board of Directors, and by his faithfulness, industry and efficien<^ has 
contributed Iarfj:ely to tlie success of the road. 

When the present Board of Dirctors took charge of the atfairs of the 
company under Governor Aycock's administration they found a debt of 
ten thousand dollars. The November report of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer now shows this in<h'l)tedness fully paid and the sum of $4,911.96 to 
the credit of the (■oin]):iny in the banks of deposit. Promptly on the 
first day of January and July of each year the lessee, the Soutliern Rail- 
way C!ompany, pays the rental due, and this is as promptly paid by the 
Board of Directors to the State Treasurer and the private stockholdCTS. 
The experts' reports show the physical condition of the road to be good, 
and the market value of the stock bears flatten ntj evidenoe that the 
hopes of the founders of this great property have found prosperou.s 
fruition.

The offices of the Commission are located in the Aj^riciiltiiral building. 

The Commission is a court of record. v<'«*t<'<l with judicial aiid admin- 
iatrative powers, with ^^cneral siupervision over all railroad, telegraph, 
telephone, street railway, steam-boat, canal, water-works and all other 
companies exercising; the right of eminent domain. 

It is authorized to hear and adjust co)uplaints, to fix and revise tariffs 
of all raiirnads and all otlu-r transportation companies. 

Tlie ( onuiiission is a hoard of appraist is and assesstu:* for all the 
railroad-s and other con)orations mentioned ab«»ve. 

The Commission is also a State tax commisMion, having and exercising 
;;eneral supervision over the tax-listers and assessing officers of the 
«tate. 

There are Is.'t hanks in the State. n\cr which the ( "onunissioji has 
supervi.sion. The C'onunis.sion has autlun ity to appoini hank examiners, 
whose duties are to examine the various banks of the State and report to 
the Commission, 

Building and loan associations are also under the 8uperviHi<m of the 
Ckimmiasion. 

Two thousand three hundred and forty «'ight complaints have been 
brought before the Commission, three hundred and sixty filed durin;r the 
past \ear. These complaints consisted principilly of overcha r^'cs, dis- 
erimimitions, freight service, failure of railroad companies to provide 
cars for transporting freights, storage charges, p«4itions for depots and 
sidings. 

When the complaint it flle<l the attention of the company complained 
against is called to the onuso of the complaint, and it the matter he sucli 
that cannot be settled by correspondence alone, the oflieers of the com- 
pany complained against are cited to appear. In a large majority of 
instances these claims are amicably settiini to the entire satisfaction of 
the parties concerned and without cost to the complainant; others have, 
however, required hearings. T'^nion and other stations have been estab- 
lished all along the various lines of railroads. 

CORBESFONDENCE. 

The correspondence of the office has l)eon voluminous— many inquiries 
touching taxation and in;il1< is pi-rtaiiiin*: to cor}K)rutions, etc. Shippers 
have found that by applying to this olhce they can be advised of the

proper freight rates and of the rules governing the transportation of 

freight to and from all points, and they are taking advantage of the 
opportunity. Much correspondence is necessary in the preparation, of 
cases — the gathering of such statistics as are contemplated by law. All 
of this involves a vast amount of labor and correspondence. 

The records of the ofTice show that there were 19,900 letters written 
and mailed from the oflice for the past year alone, and 900,000 words of 
testimony taken down by the stenographers in cases before the Com- 
mission for same period.

SCHOOL KOR THE DEAF AND DVUli. 

E. Mt:K. GooDWi.N, iSuj/ti intcndent. 

Tlie law creating and establishing the Nortli r:irolina School for the 
Deaf and Dumb was passed in 1891. and the s( li< <•! wa^ opened in Octo- 
ber. 1894, with 102 ptipiis and eipht hsu'lurs. .md two industrial depart- 
ments. Last session there were 242 pupils, twcnly-one teachers, and 
five industrial departments. Almost every community in the State has 
been represented in the school, many of whom have completed the course 
prescribed by law and have entered into various pursuits, uiakinof inde- 
pendent livin«rs. A nuni1>er have been prepared f(ir and enteied eollefrp 
at Washington, and pursued the cour.se with credit to themselves and 
to this school. This school has trained young teachers and sent them 
out to twelve diffSerent States. 

Almost half of the pupils are taught by oral method — as larji^e a per 
cent, as most of the leading schools piii into this department. Tn tins 
department the children, though totally deaf, are taught by s])ee(di, and 
to speak, taking the same course of study as is taught by the sii^n or 
manual method. We do n<yt claim to give perfectly natural speech, but 
it is intelligible speed), and serves the purpose of communication to a 
great advantajxe to the (h'af themselves. 

Industrial work for tlie boys includes woodwork and carpentry, shoe- 
making, printing and typesetting, and farming and ganlening. The 
girls are taught general domestic work, sewing and dressmaking, and 
codldng. All this industrial work is done under competent teachers, and 
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many of the pupils have gone out well-prepared to make their own 
living. 

The school operates a well-regulated farm, upon wliieh boys are given 
practical instrikction in actual work on the farm, preparing the soil, 
planting, cultivating and harvesting. We do not claim to go into the 

science of agriculture, but give an opportunity to acquire the practical 
part of work on u farm. Tlie schcol owns a herd of dairy cows, which 
furnish a bountiful supply of wholeiiome milk. The garden produces in 
abundance, and the school is furnished therefrom vrizh fresh vegetsibles 
and small fruits. The school puts up its own canned goods, thus 
enabling ns to give the children good fare at a mcHleiate cost. In con- 
nection with the farm a fine herd of Horkshire hogs are kept, some of 
which are high-grade imported individuals. 

At the opening of the present session a department of primary handi- 
craft was opened, m avIucIi the younger boys are taught primary Indus- 
trial w'ork, and every child in school is taught free-liand drawing. 

There are many deaf children of school age in the State who have 
never been in school — perhaps nearly two hundred. If all should come 
we could not admit tnm. We should, however, have a compulsory 
attendance law and provide for all. 

We earnestly ask that every one interested in the welfare of the deaf 
children of the State send the name of any deaf child, not in school, to 
the Superintendent of the School at Morganton, N. C.

CENTRAL HOSPITAL. 
Jambs MoKee, M. D., Superintendent, 

The State Hospital at Raleigh is the State's first genuinely eharitable 
offspring it ever had. It had its conception in the mind of that highly 
enlightened humanitarian, Miss Dorothea Dix. Her effort to bring about 
its development is a part of the old Commonwealth's history, as it is the 
histoiy of otlier States. This good woman never relinquished her efforts 
in any State until her piir]x>se was accomplished. 

This place is called Dix Hill in honor of her memory, and the site was 
purchased l>y a commission of gentlemen under an act of the General 
Assembly ratified on .Tamiary 20, 1849. This building was completed in 
185G and at a cost of $184,938./)8. a most elegant and W('n-1)iiilt struc- 
ture, and one of the most valuable pieces of property owned by tlic State. 

The original design was that of a cross, with the main building 116 
feet long, 80 feet 8 inches wide and 86 feet 2 inches from the first floor to 



thf t<tj) of tlif ilonip. and an aroado 80 feet 8 inches lonf? and 2G feet 24 
inch OS wide. The wind's arc cacli 325 feet long, 40 feet 8 iuchen wide and 
50 feet high at riizht augh's. 

This was intended for 224 patients^ but by the building of two annexe 
to these wings after the dormitory Btyle and the placing of two patients 
in a certain number of rooms. 405 patients are cared for. 

Theie are 17.) acr«'s iM lonunn*: to the Hospital, but only sixty are used 
for gardening and farm prnductH. The balance of the land in taken up 
by the buildings, including the Hospital, laundry, boiler-house, wooa- 
shed, ."iteward'-s house, engineer's houne and the barn. 

Not \vithstandin*r that the orijrinal act to purchase property provided 
that 'thfTc should Iw upon the premises an unfailinj^ supply of whole 
-onie water, " yet the water became so contaminated by the increase of 
population upon its banks that the Legislature made an appropriation to 
connect this Hospital with the Wake Water Company, and we are at 
present getting' pure, wholesome water from this company. Tlie tract is 
most conveniently situated for r(H'eiving supplies of fuel by means of the 
switch with the Caraleigh branch of the Southern Railway. 

The daily average of patients is noted in the biennial report for the 
year 1902 as 442, and the pereentage of cures upon admissions 74, the 
highest i^ercentage of cure** in the Hospital ever recordcfl, the highest 
previously haviurr reached OS. and tlie mortality was six per cent. <jf the 
muuber treated. The first patient was admitted February 22, 1850, and 
the number admitted and treated from that date to this — that is, August 
16, 1904 — is 4.096. 

The cost of maintaining these patients per capita has ranged from as 
hirr]] ;is .*:50() down to $1. '{.'). The present per capita cost lor maintain- 
ing patient.s is $170.65, and this .set-mingly high per capita cost is due 
to the exceedingly high prices of provisions, and the cost of living in 
genera], and to the inadequate amouv^ of land surrounding the Hos> 
pital. The Superintendent claims that with an additional acreage of 
land the patients would be more benefitted, and the per capita cost would 
be lessened. 

The Hospital is constantly crowded, especially in the female depart- 
ment, with a great number of applications on file, though an arrange- 
ment haa been made with the authorities of the State Hospital at Mor- 
ganton to relieve it by taking thirty-six applications from the file, and 

others if possible. 

Tliis institution has been the means of bestowing many blessings and 
dispensing good to the aflSicted and giving relief to families, and it 
should still continue to give protection to the public and subserve the 
purpose for which it wa^ built. 
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THE STATE HOSPITAL AT AiORGANTON. 

P. L. MuBPHT, M. D., Superintendent, 

Tlie State Hospital at Morganton, formerly the Western North Care 
lina Insane Asylum, was authorized by an act of Assembly ratifieil 
March 20, 1875. The Legislature appointed the building commiBsioners 
and appropriated $75,000 "to provide another asylum for the insane of 
North Carolina/' 

T]\o orccfion of tli(» biiildiiiir bej'an the next vear. 1S70. the oommis- 
sioners having purchased 200 acres of land near Morganton for Uie pur- 
pose. 

The Leofislature of 1877 limited the building ^^ISI^^ conunis- 
aioners to tlie completion of one wing, the south. iSis was finished and 

oecu])i('(l early in 188.S. Tlie Legislature of that year ordered the eom- 
pl(>ti()ii <it the north wing. This was occupied in 1H8G. The sile and the 
buildini; as it stood in 1886 had cost the State about $4;ir),000. It was 
HUppo8ed to furnish accommodation for 425 patients, though 500 were 
crowded in it. 

It was soon seen that this room was insufTicient to care for all the 
insane in the \\'estern Hospital district, which included the counties of 
I'ersou, Durliam, Chatham, Moore and Richmond and all west of these. 
Subsequently Durham and Chatham were placed in the eastern district. 

The board of directors, with savings made and a special appropriation 
of $12,000 in 1S03. erected further accommodations for 250 patients. 
These improvements cost ahonl -i^T-.OOO. These were finished in 180(). 
Nothing further was done to enlarge tiie Hospital till 1899, when $20,000 
was given to begin a "colony" for men and a buildine for women. In 
1901 $110,000 was appropriated to. complete these ana to increase fur- 
rier the water supply. Only $100,000 of this was .nailable. These 
bnildings and one now in course of erection for twenty-five men will 
increase the capacity 300 patients, so that now the Hospital has room 
for 1,025 patients, .soon to be increased to 1,050. 

The Board had a bare building in 1883, with no fire protection, no 
out-houses, rough grounds and sterile landsw They believed that the 
protection of the patients and the property requires! the expendi- 
ture of means tliey had in hand. An ample barn, witli stables, store- 
rooms and other out-buildings, were erected, the grounds were beau- 
tified, the land enriched by proper cultivation, a large reservoir was 
made, lire ]mmp installed, with pipe, hydrants, base, etc. A graded 
macadanii/etl ro.ul was constructed to the railroad station, orchards and 
vineyards set out and 100 acres of land adjoining the oriLrinal holdings of 
the institution were purchased. As the Hospital stands to-day, it has 
cost less than $700,000. It could not be duplicated for $1,250,000. This, 
with the increased fertility of the land, the beautifying of the grounds, 
makes this property of the State worth, at a conservative estimate, 
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$l.i)OU,0()0. This increased valuf is din- in a ^roni nitasuir to the 
labor of the putienls. The water supply ih uniple fur l,oOO patients. 
The Hospital owns the whole water-shed/ about 800 acres, thus securing 

Sure water. It is a gravity system, brought from the South Mountains, 
VP miles awav. 

The appropriation for tl\e last two years was $r2."),(M)() per annum, 
lliis was connidered inadequate and the board declined to occupy the 
new buildings to their capacity. The Governor and his council, in Feb- 
ruary. 1!>04. agreed to su|>ply any defieieneies Up to $12,000 if the board 
would fill the war(U. Since then the new house has been rnpitlly till in;,' 
with wniiM-n from all parts of the Stat*'. The Hospital at Raleigh being 
«»verrun with fenuile ap[)licanls, it was deeidetl for the present and for 
women to ignore geographical lineti as far as possible. 

On the first of September tliere were 1,012 patients on the rolls, with 
about forty unrccupie<l Iwd- in the womrn'^ depart ment. 

The w ards for men are full. The expt iidit nrcs for tln' y»'ar will be 
within the available means at the disposal of the institution. This 
includes the $12,000 placed to its credit by the Governor and council. 
Probably not half of this $12,000 will be needed. 

It is not possible to make an accurate estimate of the amount JK cded 
for suppftrt for flic next two years, because it cannot be known what the 
expenses for the year will U'. but a fair estimate would be. wilii the 
information now at hand, that $145,000 per annum will be required for 
the present population. 

The boilers, which have been in tisc for over twenty years, are rapidly 
giving out : new ones mu-t l>c had: lhe<e will cost al»out $<J.f)00. 

An amusement hall i>. anoilu'r nc»r<>-it y. Tiii> ^^'\\\ co-t s.'i.OOlK 

For the proper support and care of the patients now in the Hospital 
it will require $l50,jH)0 per annum. 

The Ho^pitjil, in round numbers, has beds for 400 men and 600 women. 
There should be erect t-d accommodations for at least 1;)0 men. It is 
believed that the majoiity of these beds should be supplied by the 
erection of inexpensive colony buildings, but to carry out this idea suc- 
cessfully more land must be had. 

All these questions will lie further discussed by future reports. 
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STATE LIBKARY. 
M. O. Sherbill, Librarian. 

In October, 1899, Mr. Wyche re-classified and catalogued the State 
Library under the Dewey card system; at the same time he took an in- 
ventory of the books on hand, and reported 22,617 volumes, not includ- 
ing pamphlets or Colonial and State Records. 

Since October, 1899, up to the 20th of May, 1904. we have added to 
the Library from all sources 13,837 volumes, making a total of .36,454 
volumes in the main Library, not inchidinfr pamplih-ts, State and Colo- 
nial Tlocords, North Carolina Ketrimeiital Histories. Moore's Rosters, or 
Grandfather's Tales. Neither does the above number include the books 
in the House and Senate libraries. In addition to the above list of 
books, we had on the 20th of May, 1904, 1,847 bound volumes of news- 
papers, ranging from 1791 up to 1904. 

it will be patent to all that the North Carolina State Library has 
become of great importance and value as a reference library. The 
rapid growth of the Library brings with it increased labor and respon- 
sibilities to the librarian and his assistant. The importance and value 
of the State Library is becoming more and more appreciated by the 
general public In addition to the numerous letters asking for informa- 
tion, j)ersons from other States have spent much time in the Library 
searching our records. Also young men of our own State, students of 
Johns Hopkins, Columbia University and other institutions have spent 
weeks in our State Library gatheiing historical information not to be 
had anywlieie else. A hidy from Conneetieut who spent some time here 
stated that she had found data here in our Library that she failed to 
find in the Congressional Library at Washington City. These matters 
are mentioned to let our people know what an important library we 
have here in North Carolina. \\'e are greatly in need of more room 
wherein to store our books. The section (»f the Library cut off during 
Governor Carr's administration for an ofliee for the Bureau of Labor 
was a mistake. It is too small for that ollice, and we need it badly for 
the State Library. North Carolina has thousands of dollars invested 
in books (many that oould not be replaced) in the State and Supreme 
Court Libraries, in a building that is not at all safe as against fire. 
This ought not to bo so: the State ought to have her valuable book^ 
and records in lire-proof buildings. 
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THE BOARD OP PUBLIC CHARITIES.

"Beneficent provision for the poor, the unfortunate and orphan being 
one of the first duties of a civilised and Christian State, the General 
Assembly sliall. at its first so^^sIoti. npjmint and ddine the duties of a 
Board (if Puldir ( haiitics, to whom sliall he entrustetl tlic Huporvisioii of 
all charitable and penal State institutiuus, and who shall annually re- 
port to the Oovernor upon their condition, with suggestions for their 
improvement." 

Aeeordin^j^ly the (General Assembly, ait its first session, passed a law 
entitleil "An act providing? for a Board of Public Charities and pre- 
scribing the duties thereof." — l>a\vs of 1808-'t>y, chapter 170. 

Tlirough non-election by the General Assembly to the annually recur- 
ring vacancies, and the failure of several (vovemors to fill the aame^ the 
Roard was in a dormant state, when the necessity for investigation into 
the affairs of tlie State Hospital, i;alei<;h. called the nttention of (Jov- 
enior Daniel (i. Fowle to the need of siuh a Board. He appointed the 
following gentlemen to fill the existing vacancies: Messrs. E. Burke 
Haywood, M. D.. President ; Lawrence J. Haughton, Esq., James P. Saw- 
yer, Esq., Capt. W. A. Bobbitt. and Charles DufTy, Jr., M. D. 

Tliey assembled at the ("apitol t)n the first Tuesday in October, 1889, as 
providVd in the act, s«'ctiun 2, I^iws of IHOS 'OO. 

Duly organized, they proceeded to elect as Secretary Capt. C. B. Den- 
son, who had served on the Board from 1873 to 1878, and who continued 
in the position of Secretary until his death, January 15, lOO:^ 

On account of his professional duties. Dr. Haywood retired as Chair- 
man, June C. 1S!H. Dr. Charles DufTy sn('ccc<lin«if him and administering 
the aHairs of the Board from then until his resignation, duly 6, 11)04. 

Other members have been J. T. Reid, Wesley N. Jones, S. \V. Reid and 
W. A. Blair. Mr. Blair, now senior member as to appointment, is Chair- 
man of the present Board. Members are, E. L. Haughton, Esq.. Pol- 
locksville; \V. F. Crai;:. K-q., Marion; Carey J. Hunter. Esq., Raleigh, 
and A. C. McAllister. Kscj.. Ashboro, 

Upon the organization of the Board in 1889 an inspection of the laws 
disclosed the fact that there was no appropriation available for printng 
or other expenses necessary to secure data from all the counties of the 
State in referen<'e to their penal and charitable institutions. Tliis doubt 
less explains the dono iiil state of tl'c ]U('vi<ins r>oard. Ditenuined to 
fulfill the mission entrusted to them by the State, the Board proceeded 
"to make bricks without straw." The President assigned the State in- 
stitutions to the several members, also the county institutions of their 
residence for inspection and supcrvi.sion. Tlie Secretary was authorized 
to prepare suitable inquiries to be used in the investigation of the con- 
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striidion and inaiiii;Lreinont of the institutions and the condition of the 
inmates. Tlie expenses of {x>stage, etc., were defrayed by the members, | 
the Secretary freely giving his services from October, 1889, to the legis- 
lative session of 1891. An act was then passed to ''Increase the powers 
of the Board of Public Charities." 

Laws of 1801, chapter 491: i 

Sec. 2. "That the Board of Public Charities shall receive no compen- ! 
sation for their services but their actual expenses, which, with all I 
office expenses and the printing of necessary blanks, shall be paid by the I 
State Treasurer upon the warrant of the Auditor." 

Sec. 3. "That each and every officer and employee of any eliaritable 
or penal institution of the State who shall fail, ujhju request, to afford 
said lioard proper facilities for the examination of any of said institu- 
tions shall be subject to the penalties contained in section two thousand 
three hundred and forty-one of The Code." 

The work and responsibilities have steadily increased witli the ever- 
growing philanthropic movements in the State. Contrast the report of 
1889 with that of l»03-'04. In 1889 six State institutions and tliose of 
four counties were inspected and made reports. In 1903-'04, fifteen 
years later, all the State institutions, every county home and jail in the 
ninety-seven counties, twenty-five convict camps, reports of the poor i 
from the County Commissioners, one private liospital for the care of [ 
nervous and insane |);itients licensed by tlie l?oard (Laws of 1890, sec. 
00, chap. 1), and in tlie field of private benevolence eleven orplianuges, I 
including those aided by the State, twen|hr-one private hospitals and mis- | 
cellaneous charities for the relief of suffering nu man ity. State institu- j 
tions have been inspected by committees appointed by the eliairman, j 
inspections being made at the time of tlie reg\ilar meetings. These are | 
held, according to the act, on the first Tuesday in January, April, July 
and October in the office of the Board, State Capitol. j 

The influence of their work is seen in the gradually improving c<mdi- ! 
tion of all county homes and jails, in the establishment of a separate | 
institution for the deaf and dumb at iNIorganton, in the increased accom- ! 
modation for the insane, in the popular movement for an industrial \ 
school or reformatory, and especially in their untiring efforts, in so far i 
as the present limited capacity of the institutions will permit, to see 
that all the unfortunate sliall participate in the charities of the State. 

It is an advisory board wifhoui executive power. It is non-partisan. j 
Its menihcrs receive no ])e(uniary remuneration: their reward is a fair 
conscience in the impartial discharge of the duty with which their 
mother, North Carolina, has charged them. In confiding to their care | 
her dependent, defective and delinquent classes, she has honored them i 
and they have shown themselves worthy of the trust. | 
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OXi<X)RD ORPHAN ASYLUM. 

W. J. Hicks, Superintendent. 

The Oxford orphan Asylum waa established in 1872 by the Grand 

JUxlge of Masons of North Carolina. 

Its mission is to provide the in-cfssities of life for destitute homeless 
children, and to give them a care and training which will help to make 
them useful citizens, men and women of character. 

The benefits of tli< institution have never been restricted to the chil- 
dren of Masons, but they are open to all white orphan cliildren of North 
Carolina, not muter six years of a^^e (seldom over fourteen), who are 
really deatituU; and homeless. A great majority oi its beneliciaries are 
not the enildren of Masons. 

During the thirty-two years of its existence nearly twenty-three hun- 
dred boys and girls have been under its care, and many of these are now 
most valuable iiH'mln-rs of soeietv. 

At present about two iiundred and lifty cliildren are in the institution, 
and it is hoped that the number can be very soon increased to three hun- 
dred or more. 

The children are offered the opportunity and are in many cases led to 
aeqtiire a (;ood Knirlish education, skill in the industrial branches, and 
are «;ivt'n moral and religioiLs instrtiet ion. 

Industrial training is received in cottages, kitehen, sewing-rooms, 
laundry, shoeshop. printing office, woodworking shop, dairy, Oxford 
Furniture Factory and on the farm. Every child is, during the school 
term, in s< ]iool at least a half of eticli day. 

Mo>t <»t I lie industrial duties of the institution are performed by the 
children under proper direction and instruction. 

The State of North Carolina co-operates with the Masons in the main- 
tenance of tlii> worthy work for helpless children by ai)propriating ten 
thousand dollars annually. This is frmerally conceded to be a wise, 
judicious, economical use of the public funds. 

The State is represented upon the Board of Directors of the Oxford 
Orphan Asylum uy three members, appointed by the Governor at the 
request of the Grand I^odge of Masons of North Carolina. An annual 
report from the institution is made to the Governor by the director. 
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THE NORTH CAROLINA BUAliD OF HEALTH. 
Db. Richabd H. Ijbwis, Secretary, 

The State Board of Health owes its origin and, for several of its first 
years, largely its linaneial support, to the patriotic and self-sacrificing 
devotion of the late Thomas F. Wood, M. D., of Wilmington, who can 
with truth be called the father of sanitation in North Carolina. 

In the legislation originating with Dr. Wood and later fostered and 
secured by the Board, the principle of local home rule has been strictly 
observed. The unit of sanitation is the County Sanitary Committee, 
composed of the Board of County Commissioners and two registered 
physicians — one appointed by the chairman of the said board, and one 
by the ma^or of the county town. This sanitary committee is charged 
with ''the immediate care and responsibility of the health interests of 
their county." They are required to elect a comity superintendent of 
health, who is the executive oflicer of the coniniittee and wliose duties 
are defined in the act relating to the Board of Health (chapter 214, 
Laws 1893). 

The functions of the State Board of Health are purely advisory. 

Executive powers and duties would require a larj^e appropriation, A 
general statement of the same is set forth in section 3 of the act. The 
work of the Board is necessarily chiefly educational in character. The 
principal agency employed for this purpose is the publication of a 
monthly bulletin — which, wo are gratified to state, is said to be one of 
the best of its class publislied in the country. Besides the routine tabu- 
lated statement of the prevalence and location of the various diseases, 
especially of the communicable class, and of the mortuary statistics of 
the principal cities and towns, it contains articles, original and selected, 
bearing on the prevention of aisease. This bulletin is sent to every 
phj^sician in the State and is a valuable medium of communication with 
the medical profession, upon whom in the last analysis the effective 
work in disease prevention as well as cure depends. 

In addition to the monthly bulletin a number of special bulletins or 
health pamphlets have been prepared and widely distributed. Among 
them are "Disposal of Garbap:(\" "Instructions for Quarantine and Dis- 
infection," ''Importance of the Disinfection of the Bowel Discharges in 
Typhoid Fever," "Tlie Prevention of Tuberculosis." "Drinking Water in 
Its Relation to Malarial Diseases," and "Causes and Prevention of Con- 
sumption." The article on drinking water and malaria was published in 
The Sunitarian, the leading health journal of America, and was favor- 
ably noticed by newspapers all over the country. Its distribution in the 
State was largely instrumental in promoting the substitution of driven 
wells, bored wells and cist(>rns for the shallow open wells in our eastern 
counties, thereby greatly improving the health conditions in that section. 

The C'onuuittee on Water Ivcgislation of the American Public Health 
Association, in its report at the 1901 meeting, placed North Carolina, 
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witli only lliirc oIImt Slati's, in tlio lirst class in this respect. By 
securing the puftsa^c of an "Act to Protect Water Supplies," which 
require8 a chemical analysis quarterly and a bacteriological analysis 
monthly of public water supplied, the Board has safeguarded, as far as 
practicable, the people using such supplies again>t typhoid fever, 
especially such epideiiiics as those of riyiiioiith and Huth'r, Pa., with 
1,100 and 1.400 ca.ses respectively in a population of 8,000 and 18,000. 
By a provision in this act the State Board is authorized to have made 
in its own laboratory the monthly biological analyses required, and to 
charge therefor This has enabled the Board to effect an arran<.'e- 
ment with the Department of Airrieiill iire l»y which it pays half the 
salarv of their hiol(><nst and has the work done in their laboratory. In 
this way it not only keeps watch and ward t»ver the public water sup- 
plies, but also makes Analyses of country wells and nprings suspected of 
causing typhoid f« \ ' i l ich is chiefly a rural disease; of throat exuda- 
tions in >^uspeeted tliphi ht-ria : of lil(»od in malarial fever; of sputum in 
tuberculosis, and of fa < in hook-worm disease^. This w<irk, however, 
has come to be too vulununous for our resources, and the laboratory muat 
have an appiupriation from the general treasury of at least .$1,200 or 
$1,500 to supplement the income from the water c<tmpanies. 

As an illu-tration of the elfect of this w«irk in the s;jvin«» of life and 
the pievent i< n of sirkm»s. let us take typludd fe\er. lOvery year there 
are in our State about one thousand deaths from this disease and nine 
thousand cases which recover. According to the health authorities of 
the State of New York, each life is valued at ^.'SjOOO, and some authori- 
ties place it at a hi«rhcr figure. But we will Ik* conservative and say 
.$2,000. which i-< hut little i!iore than tlic j)rice of a fir>t class slave in 
atile helium limes. Allowing three months of incapacity for w(»rk for 
those who recover, the total loss of time for the nine thousand who 
recover would he 27,000 months. Without taking into consideration 
funeral expen«-c>. doctors* bills, cost of medicine, the tinie of nurx s and 
the sorrow and di>tres^ occasioned bv <leath and "-ickness, the hiss to t)>e 
State annually from one disease. valuin«; the 27,00(J months tinu' 

lost at only $12 a month, is over .$5,000,000. Now, if the Board of 
Healtii, by the prompt notification of the contamination of water sup- 
plies and by its instruction as to precautions in other respiM-ts. is the 
means of saving one life and nine (m-;cs of fever, it saves to the State 
$.">.000 — two and a half times the amount of its apju opriat ion. 

Since .January, 181>8, small-pox has been widely prevalent in the Slate, 
the total number of cases reported to May 1. 1904. being 17,10.5, with 
400 deaths and incidentally much injury to bu>iii( ><. It is safe to say 
that but for repeat«'(l instruction through the bulletin, by pcrson il < or- 
respondcnce and by ^endin;! small-pox experts to inspect communities 
the ravages of this loathsome disease would iiave been much greater. 

In conclusion, we make the claim with all confidence that the benefit 
derived by the people from the meagre appropriation of $2,000 to the 
State Board of Health is far greater than from the same amount other- 
wise appropriated in any manner whatsoever. 
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AGRICULTURAL AND MECHANIC AL COLLEGE FOR THE 

COLORED RACE.

The Agricultural and Mechanical College was established by the General 

Assembly by an Act ratified March 9, 1891. Temporary quarters for the 
school were secured in Kaleigh until tlic fall of 1893, when the school 
was permanently located at its present site in Greensboro. The college 
* has the following buildings, viz., a main building, used for recitation 
rooms and administration purposes; ten rooms of the building are used 
for lodginpf purposes; a dormitory consisting of thirty-four rooms, each 
of whicli can accommodate two lodgers. The Iwlging accommodation will 
therefore provide for about two hundred students. A greater number, 
howeyer, is secured each year, as the school arranges to secure aoomnmiH 
dations from private families in the city. The college also has a 
mechanical building, in which may he found well-equipped shops, where 
blacksinitliing, tinning, carpentering, hroom-making and other useful 



in the main building for theoretical instruction in agricultural subjects, 
with a dairy, two Imrns, a farm of a hundred acres, not including the 

twenty-five acres of the campus. Upon the farm corn, cotton, potatoes, 
strawberries, broom-corn and wheat are raised. Upon the campus beans, 

tomatoes, peas an<i other light crops are cultivated. 
The following values are given: 

Buildings $45,000 

Apparatus 20.000 

Grounds 20,000 

Library 1,500 

Live stock 3,200 



Total acreage, 125; under cultivation. 120. 

The college receives from the National Government $8,250 per annum. 
This fund cannot used for purchase of land, erection of Imilding or 
for the payment of officers' salaries, but must be used for instruction 
purposes, such as the pay for teachers or for the purpose of equipment 
for class-room work. 

The school receives from the State $7,500 per annum, which has been 
used for tlie erection of buildings, the purchase of a $5,000 farm and 
the payment of such current expenses of the school which cannot be 
directly charged to the expenses of teaching. 

The usual attendance of the school is about one hundred students per 
session, who represent almost every >< r tioa of the State. Five classes 
have been jjraduated from the school. We are sendini; out voung men 
who are doing well in agriculture and mechanical ])ursnits. Under the 
excellent nutnagement of the Hon. A. M. Scales, President of the Board 
of Trustees, the college is out of debt and in good condition. Its increas-

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ing popularity and ust* fulness are seriously hampered by the great need 
of a domiitory, which the students, under President Dudley and the 
faculty, are striving to secure. 

NORTH CAROLINA AT THE VVOKLD S FAIR. 
H. H. Brimlbt, Oommismoner^Oeneral North OaroUna Bwhibit, 

The I'vhibit at St. lv<^>uis wa.s by far the most creditable the State has 
ever made, and that in the faee of adverse eircunistauees. Owin^ to the 
many other calls on it for special a^ipi opriations, the last Legislature 
only felt ahle to appropriate a maximum of ten thousand dollars for 
exploitini: our resources at the Exposition, and none of tliat was to be 
available until at lea>t five thousand dollars in private suljscriptions 
had been secured, and then to Intionie available dollar for dollar with 
outside subncriptions up to the maximum. But with the help given by 
the Board of Agriculture, through its members and employees and 
through the State Museum, by the State Ct'ological Survey througli its 
chief and eiu])Ioyers, an«l by the connection of the board's secretary and 
the State Geologist with the management of the Exposition, results out 
of proDortion to the expenditures were obtained. 

In all the exhibits the installation and decoration had to be carrie<l 
out in the most inexpensive manner, and for that reason the superficial 
appearanc*' of the exliibits was not as attractive as that of some other 
State display^^ that cost from five to tlfty times as much. Severe 
drought in the apple sections last year, and the late date at which any 
money became available (September), caused great embarrassment in 
the getting up of the agricultural and horticultural exhibits, and they 
were not wluit they would have been under more favorable conditions. 
Nevertheless the displays were good and very creditable under the cir- 
cumstanceA. 

In the special tobacco section North Carolina nhowed up well aud 
attracted a livcii deal of attention by her show of bright leaf and of 
manufactured pro(lnct>. In special cotton, too, a fine lot of samples 
was shown, both in lint and seed. Rut in cotton and tobacco the e\1iil»it 
of manufactured goods was not what it would have been uudei ditferent 
conditions, as the high price of the former and the low price of the lat- 
ter had demoralized the trade to such an extent that it was a very hard 
matter to interest manufacturers to the point of making a show of their 
goods. 

In forestry, in fish and game and in ujinmg and metallurgy the State 
was well to* the front, and no apologies are needed for those exhibits. 
The displays in these departments were equal or superior to those made 
by any other States, and the be-t Xortli Caiolina has ever made any- 
where along tliese lines. Altoijether it may be safely said that \orth 
Carolina made a better show on a nominal expenditure of twenty thou- 
sand dollars than any other State made on twice the amount. 
6 
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THE STATE'S PRISON. 

J. S. Mann, Superintendent, 

This institution is situated about one mile west of Raloigh, and is j 
estimated to have cost, in labor and material, more than a million and 
a quarter of dollars. It is controlled by a board of five directors, con- 
sisting of B. F. Aycock, cbairman; W. B. Croriaxid, J. G. Hackett, J. P. 
Kerr and J. T. Hooks. 

Its population on July 1, 1904, was: Whites, 151; colored, 525; 
Indian, 1; total, 677. 

The Prison has received no State aid since January 1, 1901, but has 
been maintained entirely by its earnings, which are derived from the 
cultivation of the State farm and from brick-making, and from contract 
work. Tlie State farm is situated near Tillery, in Halifax county, con- 
tains 7,000 acres, O.OOO of which are in cultivation, but about 2.000 of 
which are unsafe lowland, subject to overflow by tlic Roanoke river. 
The brick plant is situated at the Central Prison, and was installcil in 
1903, superseding the old method of making brick by hand. Tlie Peui- 
t^tiary brick are in ready demand, and a much larger quantity than is 
now made could be readily sold. A large per cent, of the present earn- 
in«;s is derived from contract work. AV)U'-l)otlicd convicts are readily 
placed on railroad building and other similar works at a dollar each 
per day. They are, of course, kept exclusively under State control. 
The earnings of the Prison since 1901 and up to the present time, Sep- 
tember 1st, have exceeded the expenditures by about $90,000, .^^Ol.OOO of 
which has been invested in North Carolina four per cent. l)onds. the 
remainder consisting of cash und cash items. Tliere are no debts exist- 
ing. 

The j)Cij)ulation of the Prison for the past several years has been 
gradually but constantly decreasing. Tliis has been due chiefly to the 
;,n)od roads movement in the State and fhe organization of chain-ganj^s 
in many of tlie counties, where all able-bodied convicts from these and 
neighboring counties, except for long tenns, are sent to work upon pub- 
lic highways. The long-term convicts, as well as the infirm and females, 
are usually committed to the Prison. This decrease in population has 
been more marked in the past year than heretofore because of the road 
laws recently enacted and put in force in the counties havirij; a large 
negro population. To deprive the Prison of its productive labor in this 
manner and to burden it with the infirm and non-productive kinds, of 
course renders self-maintenance more and more difficult each year. 

THE DANGEROUS INSAXK UKPAKTMENT. 

This department is under the Prison management and occupies a por- 
tion of the main building. On July Lst every ward was full. The 
department is maintained by a State approjpriation of $5,000 per annum, 
and it has been and is being maintained within the appropriation. 

Dr. James R. Rogers is the Physician in Charge, and is the Physician 
to the Prison as w3l.

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CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE OF NOKTH CAROLINA. 



PREAMBLE. 

We. the people of the State of North Carolina, grateful U> Almighty 
God, the Sovereijrn Kuler of Nations, for tlie preservation of the Ameri- 
can Union, and the existence of our civil, political and reli«^ioiis liherties. 
and acknowledging our dependence upon Ilim for the continuance of 
those blessings to us and our posterity, do for the more certain security 
thereof, and for the better government of this State, ordain and estab- 
lish this Constitution : 

ARTICLE I. 

DECLABATIOA OF K1GHT8. 

That the great, general and essential principles of liberty and free 

«;o\erinnent may be recognized and est iMi-hed, and that the relations of 
this State to the I'nion and (Jovornment <if tli«' I'liitcd States, and those 
of the peoj)le of this State to the rest of the American people, may be 
defined and allirmed, we do declare: 

Section 1. That we hold it to be self-evident that all men are created 
equal; that they are endowed by their Creator with certain inalienable 
rights; that amon^jr thc^e are life, liberty, the enjoyment of the fruits of 
their own laboi-. and tlic puisuit of happiness. 

Sk( . 1. That all political powi r is vested in, and derived from, the 
{Kople; all government of right originates from the {xHjple. is founded 
upon their will only, and is instituted solely for the good of the whole. 

Sf:c'. 'A. That the people of this State have the inherent, sole and ex- 
clusive ri;;ht of re^rulatiiig the inteinai goveriinicnt and police thereof, 
and of altering and abolishing their constitution and form of government 
whenever it may be necessary for their safety and happiness; but everv 
such right should be exercised in pursuance of law, and consistently with 
the Constitutioii of the United States. 

Sk(". 4. That this State shall ever remain a member of the American 
Union; that the people thereof are a part of the .\merican Nation; that 
there ia no right on the part of the State to secede, and that all at- 
temptM, from whatever source or upon whatever pretext, to dissolve said 
Union, or to sever said Nation, ought to be resisted with the whole power 

of the State. 

Skc ."). Tliat ('\('iy citizen of this State owes paramount allegiance to 
the C'onstituLion and Government of the United States, and that no law 
or ordinance of the State in contravention or subversion thereof can 
have any binding force. 

Sec. 6. The State shall never assume or pay, or authorize the collec- 
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tion of any dehi or oI)Iip»tion, «'\im>««N <»r implied, incurred in aid of in- 
surreetioii or irlndlion apunst the I iiited Slates, or any (l;iim for t)u' 
loss or emancipation of uny slave; nor shall the General Ar^senibly as- 
sume or pay, or authorize the collection of any tax to pay, either directly 
or indirectly, expressed or implied, any debt or bond incurred, or issuea, 
by authority of the Convention of tlie year one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-eight, nor any debt <>r bond, inenrred or i«<sued by the Legisla- 
ture of the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty eiglit, at it> spe- 
cial sessiun of the year one thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight, or 
at its reffular sessionH of the years one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-eight and < ne thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine and one thou- 
sand eight hmidrerl ;uid seventy, except the bond-« i<>ued to fund the 
interest (»n the old debt of the State, n?dess the pr<ipo«.iiig to pay the 
same .shall have first b* en ^.ubnutted to the people and by thetii ratified 
by the vote of a majority of all the qualifted voters of the State, at a 
regular eb < tion held for that purpoHe. 

Sec. 7. No man or set of men are entitled to exelnsixr or separate 
emoluments or privilegen from the community but in consideration of 
public services. 

Sec. 8. The legislative, executive and supreme judicial powers of the 
government ought to be forever separate and distinct front each other. 

Skc 9. All power of suspending laws, or the execution < f laws, by any 
authority, without the consent of the represent at iv»'-i of the people, is 
injurious to their rights, and ouglit not to he exercised. 

Skc. 10. All election** ought to be free. 

Sec. 11. In all criminal prosecutionH. every man has the right to be 
informed of the accusation against bim jind to confront the accusers and 
witnesses with oilier tc'^timony. atui to have counsel for his def»'nc»\ and 
not be compel bd t«t gi\e evidence against himstdf or to pay costs, jail 
fees, or n»'cessary witness fees of the defence, unless found guilty. 

Sec. 12. No person shall be put to answer any criminal charge, ex- 
cept as hereinafter allowed, but by indictment, presentment or impeach- 
ment. 

Skc. No jx'i-oii -liall be e<«nviet»'d of any crime l)ut by the unani- 
mous verdict of a jury of good and lawful men in open court. The 
Legislature may, however, provide other means of trial for petty mis- 
demeanors, with the right of :ipp« al. 

Sec. 14. Excessive bail -.boubi imt be rerjuired. nor excessive fines im- 
posed, nor eni(d ^;r nnii-«ual |iiini<bnients inllicted. 

Skc. lo. General warrant-^, whereby any ollieer or messenger may be 
commanded to search suspected places, without evidence of the act com- 
mitted, or to seize any person or persons not named, whose offence is not 
particularly (bserihed and snjiported by evidence, are dangerous to lib- 
erty and ought not to be grant <•<!. 

Sec. 16. There shall be no imprisonment f(U debt in this State, except 
in cases of fraud. 
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Sec. 17. No person ought to be taken. iin|)ii<()ne(l. or disseized of his 
freehold, liberties or privileges, or out hi wed or exiled, or in any manner 
deprived of his life, liberty or ])r(ii)erty, but by the law of the land. 

Sec. 18. Every person restrained of liis li1)erty is entitled to a remedy 
to enquire into the lawfulness thereof, and to remove the same, if un- 
lawful; and such remedy oii^^ht not to he denied or delayed. 

Sec. 19. In all coutroverisies at law respecting property, the ancient 
mode of trial by jury is one of the Ijest securities of the rights of the 
people, and ought to renuiin sacred and inviolable. 

Sec. 20. The freedom of the press is one of the great bulwarks of lib- 
erty, and therefore ought never to l)e restrained, but every individual 
shall be held responsible for the abuse of the same. 

Sec. 21. The privileges of the writ of haheas corpus shall not be sus- 
pended. 9 

Sec. 22. As political rights and privileges are not deoendent upon, or 
modified by, property, tin refore no property qualification ought to affect 
the right to vote or hold ollice. 

Sec. 23. The people of the State ought not to be taxed, or made sub- 
ject to the payment of any impost or duty without the consent of them> 
selves, or their representatives in General Assembly freely given. 

Sec. 24. A well-regulated militia being necessary to the security of a 
free State, the right of tlie people to keep and hear arms shall not be 
infringed; and, as standing armies in time of peace are dangerous to 
liberty, they ought not to be kept up, and the military should be kept 
under strict subordination to, and governed by, the civil power. Noth- 
ing herein contained shall justify the practice of carrying concealed 
weapons, or |)i event the Legislature from enacting penal statutes against 
said practice. 

Sec 25. The people have a right to assemble together to consult for 

their common good, to instruct their representatives, and to apply to 
the L(>gislat\ire for redress of grievances. But secret political societies 
are dangerous to the liberties of a free people, and should not be tol- 
erated. 

Sec. 26. All m^ have a natural and unalienable right to worship 
Almighty God according to the dictates of their own consciences, and 
no Iniman authority should, in any case whatever, control or interfere 

with the rights of conscience. 

Skc. 27. Tlie people have the ri^ht to the privilege of education, and 
it is the duty of the State to guard and maintain that right. 

Sec. 28. For redress of grievances, and for amending and strengthen- 
ing the laws, elections should be often held. 

Spx. 20. A frequent r(>currence to fundamental principles is absolutely 
necessary to j)reserve the blessings of liberty. 

Sec. 30. No hereditary emoluments, privileges or h<mor8 onght to be 
granted or conferred in this State. 

Sec. 31. Perpetuities and monopolies are contrary to the genius of a 
free State, and ought not to be allowed. 
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Sec. 32. Ketiospftiive luwn, puuinhinK acts coiniuitted before the exis 
tence of such law 4, and by them only declared eriminal are oppreasiTey 
unjust and incompatible with liberty; wherefore no zx post fado law 
oujL'lit to be made. No law taxing retrospectively sales, purchases, or 
other aels previously <l«>rM'. (in<5ht to l)e pas-^ed. 

Skc. IVA. Slavery and involuntary servitiule, otherwise than for crime, 
whereof the parties shall have been duly convicted, shall be and are 
hereby forever prohibited within the State. 

Sec. 34. The limits and boundaries of the State shall be and remain 
88 they now are. 

Skc* :i.>. All courts shall l»e open ; antl e\ ery person for an injury done 
him in his lands, goods, person or reputation, shall have remedy b^ due 
course of law. and right and justice administered without sale, denial or 
delay. 

Skc. No soldier >liall. in time of poaeo. ho quartered in any house 
without the i<.n«»ent of the owner; nor in time of war, but in a manner 
prescribed by law. 

Sec. 37. This enumeration of rights shall not be construed to impair 
or deny others retained by the people; and all powers not herein dele- 
gated remain with the people. 

ARTICJ.K 11. 

LEQI8LATIVK DEPARTMENT. 

Sk(TI(»n 1. The leirislativ<' authority shall be vested in two distinct 
hr:inehes. hoth dependent on the people, to-wit, a Senate and House of 
Representatives. 

Sec. 2. The Senate and House of Representatives shall meet bien- 
nially on the first Wednesday after the first Mond iy in January next 
after their election; and. when a<scmhle<l. shall he denoniinated the Gen- 
eral Asscnihlv. Neither llon-e sliall procetnl upon public business unless 
a maiorilv oif all the nienilu rs are actually present. 

Sec. 3. 'The Senate shall he composed of fifty Senators, biennially 
chosen bv ballot. 

Src. 4. The Senate Di-triets >]iall !)e -«> ultercd by the General Assem- 
hlv. at the first session after the return of every enumeration by order 
of i'on^res^. that each Senate District shall contain, as near as may be, 
an equal number of inhabitants, excluding aliens and Indians not taxed, 
and shall remain unaltered until the return of another eunieration. and 
shall at all tinier eon-i-t of eontifruou^ territory: mti-I no county sliall be 
divided in the t< nnation <»f a S»«nate l)i-tiict, unless ^uch county sliall be 
equitablv entitled to two or niore Senators. 

Sec. 5. The Hou?e of Representatives shall be composed of one bun 
dred and twenty Representatives, biennially cluw. n by ballot, to b<' 
elected bv the counties respectively, accordinir to tluir population, and 
each countv shall have at least one representative in the House of Rep- 
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resentatives, although it may not contain the requisite ratio of represen- 
tation; this apportionment shall be made by the General Assembly at 
the rosp(>(tivo tinios aivl periods when the Districts of the Senate are 

hereinbefore din'ct cnl to be hi id ofT. 

Sec. 6. In making the app(jrtioiiment in tlie Hou.se of Kepreseuta- 
tives, the ratio of representation shall be ascertained by dividing the 
•amount of the population of the State, exclusive of tliat comprehended 

witliin tbosp counties, whicli do not s(>vernlly contain tlie one hundred 
and luentietli j)art of tlie popubitioii of the State, by tlie number of 
Representative?*, less the number assigned to such counties j and in as- 
certaining the number of the poptilation of the State, aliens and Indians 
not taxed shall not be included. To eaeli county containing the said 
ratio and not twice the said latio. there shall be assigned one Represen- 
tati\e: to each county contaijiini; two but not three times the said ratio, 
there shall be assigned two Kcpresentatives, and .so on progressively, and 
then the remaining Representatives shall be assigned severally to the 
counties having the largest fractions. 

Skc. 7. Each member of the Senate shall not be less than twenty-five 
years of a<;e. shall have resided in the State as a citizen two years, and 
shall have usually residetl in the District for which he is ciio.sen, one 
year immediately preceding his election. 

Sec. 8. Each member of the House of Representatives shall be a quali- 
fied elector of the State, and shall have resided in the county for which 
he is chosen, for one year immcdintely preceding; his election. 

Si:c. 0. In the election of all ollicers, whose appointment shall be con- 
ferred upon the General Assembly by the Constitution, the vot«' shall be 
viva voce. • 

Sec. 10. Tlin General Assembly shall haxc the power to pass general 
laws re^ulatinfT divorce and alinu)ny. but shall not have power to grant 
a divoree or secure alimony in any individual case. 

Skc. 11. The General Asscnd)ly shall not have power to pass any pri- 
vate law to alter the name of any person, or to legitimate any person 
not born in lawful wedlock, or to restore In the rights of citizenship any 
person convicted of an infamous crime, but shall have power to pass gen- 
eral laws re<fulatin<; the same. 

Skc. 12. The General Assembly shall not pass any private law, unless 
it shall be made to appear that thirty days' notice of application to pass 
such a law shall hav(> l)een <riven, under such direction and in such man- 
ner as shall be provided by law. 

Sic. If \a(an(ies shall occur in the General .\ssemhly by death, 
resignation or otherwise, writs of election shall be issued by the (iover- 
nor under such regulations as may be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 14. No law shall be passed to raise money on the credit of the 
State, or to pledfje the faith of the State, directly or indirectly, for the 
payment of any debt, or to impose any tax upon the people of the State, 
or allow the counties, cities or towns to do .so, unless the bill for the 
purpose shall have been read three several times in each House of the 
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General Asftembly and passed three several readings, which readings 
Mhall lia\«- been on three different days, and agreed to by each House 

rc>|)«*cti\ « ly. and unh'>s the yeas and nays on the second and third read- 
ings of the Itill shiill have heon rntere<1 on ihv ioiiriial. 

Sfcc. \o. The (•cnerai Assenihlv shall regulate entaiU in Huch manner 
as to prevent perpetuities. 

Skc. 16. Each House shall keep a journal of its proceedings, which 
shall he printed and made public immediately after the adjournment of 
the (leneral .\>>eiiil»!\ . 

Skc. 17. Any nit-niher ui either House may ilis^cnt Iroin and pr^trst 
against any aet or resolve, which he may think injurious to the public, 
or any individual, and have the reasons of bis dissent entered on the 
journal. 

('. TIh- House of Ki'preMentativeM Hhall choose their own Speaker 

and «»1 iu'r ollicrr^. 

Stc. IS). The Lieutenant (jJovernor >liall presitle in the Senate, but 
shall have no vote unless it may be «M|ua11y divided. 

Slc. 20. The Senate shall ch(M)se its other officers and also a Speaker 
( ftro frill in>rri in the absence of the Lieutenant-Governor, or when he 
shall exeici-'e the utlite of (io\»in<>r. 

Skv. 21. The style of the acts shall be: "The (ieneral .Vssembly of 
North Carolina do enact." 

Sec. 22. Each House shall l>e judge of the ({ualifications and election 
of its own nn'inbers. ^!i;ill sit upon its own ad j«'iiinnu'nt from day to 
day, prejKire l)ilN t«' be pa---ed into laws; and the two Houses may also 
jointly ailjourn to any futur»> day or other place. 

Sec. 28. All bills and rcHolutionn of n legislative nature shall be read 
three times in each House, before they pass into laws; and shall be 
signed b\ the presidinir ofVieer «»f both llouse>. 

Sk<'. '24. Ka<h niendiii «»f the (irneral Assrtnbly. bef(ir«' takiufr his 
seat, .shall Uikv an oath or atUrmati<in that he will .support the C'on.stitu- 
tion and laws of the United States, and the Constitution of the State of 
North Carolina, and will faithfully discharge his duty as a member of 
the Senate or House of Rc])resentatives. 

Skc. 2.'). The terms «)f olliee t(ir Senator and member< of the House of 
Representatives shall e< mnunce at the time of their election. 

Sec. 26. I'pon motion made and seconded in either house by one-fifth 
of the members present, the yeas and nays upon any question shall be 
taken and entered npnn tlie journals. 

Skc. 27. The riection f(tr njember^ of the (Jeneral Assembly shall be 
held for the resjH'etivf distri»ts and enunties. at the places where they 
are ntnv held, or may be directed hereafter to be held, in such manner as 
may be prescribed by law. on the first Thursday in August, in the year 
one tijousand eiglit hundred and seventy, and every two yeais thereafter. 
But the (ieiieiai \-^<'iiil>ly may ehanjre the time of h«»ldiiiif tlie eh-ct it^U'^. 

iSf.c. 28. The nieiiii»ei-. of the tieneral Assenddy for the term lor which 
they have been elected shall receive as a compensation for their sei^Aice^ 
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the sum of four dollurn per day for each day of iheir session, for .1 
period not exceeding sixty days /and should they remain longer in ses- 
sion, they shall serve without compensation. They shall also be entitled 
to receive ten cents per mile, both while coming to the seat of govern- 
ment an<l wiiiie rctiinnn;^ lionie, tlic said distance to be computed by the 
nearest line or route of public travel. The compensation of the presiding 
officers of the two Houses shall be six dollars per day and mileage. 
Should an extra session of the General Assembly be called, the members 
and i>ii'siding officers shall receive a like rate of compensation for a 
period not exceeding twenty days. 

ARTICLE III. 

EXECUTIVE DEPABTME^IT. 

Skction 1. The Executive Department shall consist of a Governor, in 
whom shall be vested the supreme executive power of the State, a 
Lieutenant-Governor, a Secretary of State, an Auditor, a Tlreasurer, a 
SujKM-intendent of Public Instruction, and an Attorney-General, who 
shall be elected for a term of four y<'ars by the qiuilificd electors of the 
State, at the same time and ])laccs and in the same manner as members 
of the General Assembly are elected. Their term of ollice shall com- 
mence on the first day of January next after their election, and continue 
until their successors are elected and qualified: Provided, that the offi- 
cers Inst elected sliall assume the duties of their office ten days after the 
approval of this Constitution by the Con«(ress of the United States, and 
shall hold their offices four years from and after the first day of January. 

Sec. 2. No person shall be eligible as- Grovemor or Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor unless he shall have attained the age of thirty years, shall have been 
i\ citi/en of the Ignited States five years, and shall have been a resident 
(if this State for two years next before the election; nor sbnll tlie person 
elected to either of tliese two olhees be eligible to the same ofiice more 
than four years in any term of eight years, unless the office shall have 
been cast upon him as Lieutenant-Governor or President of the Senate. 

Sec. 3. The return of every election for officers of the Executive De- 
partment shall be sealed up and transmitted to the seat of irovernTnent 
by the returning officers, directed to the Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, who shall open and publish the same in the presence of a 
majority of the members of both Houses of the General Assembly. The 
person having the highest number of votes respectively shall be declared 
duly elected: but if two or move l<e eqnnl and hiirbcst in votes for the 
same oilicf, the one of them sliall be chosen by joint ballot of both 
Houses of the General Assembly. Contested elections shall be deter- 
mined by a joint ballot of both Houses of the General Assembly in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. 

Skc. 4. The Governor, before eiiferin*: upon the duties of his office 
shall, in the presence of the members of both branches of the General 
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Assenihly. or lu'furc any .lustier «»f (lio Supn'tin- rourt. tako an oath or 
aflirmaiioti that he will su]i)M)rt the ( onNlitnl ion iunl lawn of the I'liited 
States, and of the State ol North C aroliiia, and that he will faithfully 
perform the dutien appertaining to the office of Gkyvemor, to which he 

has been eleete<l. 

Sk'. ."). Tlie (iovernor shall reside at the <-eat of government of tliis 
State. an«l he shall, from time to time, ^'ive the (Jeneral A-;s(Mnhly infor- 
mation of the atTair.H of the State, and recommend to their eou^iideration 
such mesMurea aa he shall deem expedient. 

Sec. 6. The (Governor ahall have power to grant reprieves, commu- 
tations and pardons, after eonvietion, for all offences (except in cases of 
impeachment), upon sii«li coiidit ions as he may think proper, subjeet to 
>ueh re»i[ulati«inh as may be provided by law relative to the manner of 
applying for pardons. *He shall biennially communicate to the General 
Assembly eaeh e ise of reprieve, commutation or pardon granted, stating 
the name of each convict, the crime for which he was convicted, the sen- 
tence and its date the date of the commutation, pardon or reprieve and 
the reasons therefor. 

Sec. 7. The oflicerH of the Executive. Department and of the public 
institutions of the State, shall at least five days previous to each regu- 
lar session of the (]eneral Assembly, severally report \o the Governor, 
who shall transmit --uch reports with his mcssaije t<» the (Joneral Assem- 
bly: and the Governor may. at any time, require information in writin;^ 
from the officers in the Executive Department upon any subject relating 
to the duties of their respective offices, and shall take care that the laws 
be faithfully executed. 

Skc H, The (Jovernor shall be ( 'ommnnder in Chief of the militia of 
the State, except when they shall be called into the service of the United 
States. 

Sec. 0. The Governor shall have power, on extraordinary occasions, by 
and with the advice of the Council of State, to convene the General 

Assembly in extra session by his proclamation, stating therein the pur- 
pose or purj)oses for wiiich they are thus convened. 

Sec. 10. The (iovernor shall nominate and. by and with the advice 
and consent of a majority of the Senators-elect, appoint all officers whose 
offices are established by this Constitution and whose appointments are 
not otherwise provided for. 

Skc. 11. The LieulenanI ( Iovernor shall be president of \\\v Senate, 
but shall have no vot*' unless the Senate be equally divided. He shall, 
whilst acting as President of the Senate, receive for his services the same 
pay which shall, for the same period, be allowed to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives: an<l h*- slmU receive no other compensation 
except when he is actinir as Governor. 

Sfcc. 12. In case of the impeachment of the Governor, his failure to 
qualify, his absence from the State, his inability to discharge the duties 
of his office, or, in case the olTice of Governor shall in anywise become 
vacant, the powers, duties and emoluments of the office shall devolve 
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upon tlif Lietiteiiant-Ciovernor until llio disability shall cease, or a new 
(jiovenior shall be elected and qualilied. In every case in which the 
Lieutenant-Governor shall be unable to preside over the Senate, the Sen- 
ators shall elect one of their own number President of their bodyi and 
the powers, duties and emoluments of the office of Governor ^all devolve 
u\>on him whenever tht- Lieutenant-Oovernor shall, for any reason, bo 
prevented from discharging the duties of such oHice as above provided, 
and he shall continue as actiim Governor until the disabilities are re- 
moved, or a new Governor or Lieutenant-Governor shall be elected and 
qualified. Whenever, during the recess of the (Iritcral Assembly, it shall 
bcfome niM'<<ss;n v for the President of the Senate to administer the <;ov- 
ernment, tlie Secretary of State shall convene the Senate, that they may 
select such President. 

Sec. 13. The respective duties of the Secretary of State, Auditor, 
Treasurer, Superintendent of Public Instruction, and Attorney-fJcneral 
shall be prescribed by law. If the (»(rioe nf any of said officers sluill bo 
vaeatoil by death, resi<rnatiou or otherwise, it shall be the duty of the 
Governor to appoint another until the disability be removed or his suc- 
.cessor be electe^l and qualified.. Every such vacancy shall be filled by 
eleeti(»n at the first general election that occurs more than thirty days 
after the vacancy has taken place, and the ])erson chosen shall hold tho 
oiliee for the remainder of the unexpired term fixed in the first section of 
thih article. 

Sec. 14. The Secretary of State, Auditor, Treasurer and Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction shall constitute, ex officio, the Council of State, 
who shall advise the CJovernor in the execution of his ofiiee. and three of 
whom shall constitute a quorum. Their advice and proceeding's in this 
capacity shall be entered in a iournal to be kept for this purpose exclus- 
ively, and sijE^ed by the members present, from any i>art of which any 
member may enter his dissent : and such journal shall be ])laccd before 
the General* Assembly when called for by either Mouse. The Attorney- 
General shall be, ex officiOt the legal adviser of the Executive Depart- 
ment. 

Sec. 15. The officers mentioned In this article, shall, at stated periods, 
receive for their services a compensation to be established by law, which 
shall neither be increased nor diminished durinof the time for which they 
shall have been elected, and the said officers shall receive no other emol- 
ument or allowance whatever. 

Sec. 16. There shall be a seal of the State, which shall be kept by the 
Governor, and used by him as occasion may require, and shall be called 
"The Great Seal of the State of North Carolina." All «;rants and com- 
missions shall be issued in tlie name and by the authority of the State of 
North Carolimi, sealed with * Tlje Great Seal of the State," signed by 
the Governor and countersigned by the Secretary of State. 

Sec. 17. The General Assembly shall establish a Department of Agri- 
culture. Immigration and Statistics, under such regulations as may best 
promote the a<rrieultural interests of the State, and shall enact laws for 
the adequate protection and encouragement of sheep husbandry. 
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ARTK LE IV. 
JUDICIAL IIBPABTMCNT. 

Skction 1. Tlir (li-t iiK t ions l)ot\v(M'n actions at law and suits in 
equity, and the fornix of all sucli actions and suits, shall be abolished; 
und there shall be iu tliis IState but one form of action for the enforce- 
ment or protection of private ri|i^t» or the redress of private wrongs, 
which shall be denominated a civil action; and every action prosecuted 
by the people of the State as a party a^inst a pci -on charged with a 
public oflense, for the punishment of the same, shall be termed a crimi- 
nal action. Feigned issues shall also be abolished, and the fact at issue 
tried by order of Court before a jury. 

Sec. 2. The judicial power of the State shall be vested in a court for 
the trial of Impeachments, a Supreme Court. Superior Courts. Courts of 
Justices of the Peace, and such other Courts inferior to the Supreme 
Court as may be established by law. 

Sec. 3. The Court for the trial of Impeachments shall be the Senate. 
A majority of the members shall be necessary to a <|uorum, and the 
judjrment shall not extend beyond removal from, and dis<^ua1ification to 
liold. otfice in tliis State; but the party shall be liable to indictment and 
punishuu-nt according; to law. 

Stc. 4. The House of Representatives solely shall have the power of 
impeaching. No person shall be convicted without the concurrence of 
two-thirds of the S4>nator8 present. When the Governor is impeached, 
the Chief Justice shall preside. 

Sk*. 5. Ti'cas(»n ;«^Minst tlic State shall ron>ist only in levyini; war 
against it, or adhering to its eneniii's, •giving them aid and comfort. 
No person shall be convicted of treason unless on the testimony of two 
u itJU'Nscs to the same overt act, or on confession in open (^)urt. No con- 
viction of treason or attainder shall work corruption of blood or for- 
feiture. 

Sec. 0. The Supreme Court shall consist of a Chief Justice and four 
Associate Justices. 

Sk(\ 7. The terms of the Supreme Court shall l>e held in the city of 
Ralci<j:h, as now. unless othe^\vi-^e presided In' the (icncral Assembly. 

Si ( . H. Tlie Supreme Court Nhall hav«' jurisdiction to review, upon 
appeal, any decision ol the Courts below, upon any matter of law or 
legal inference. And the jurisdiction of said Court over ''issues of fact*' 
and "questions of fact** shall be the same exercised by it before the 
;ido])tion of the Constitution of one thousiind eight hundred and <i\ty- 
ei^rht. and the Court shall have the ])ower to issue any renunlial writs 
necessary to give it a general supervision und control over the proceed- 
ings of the inferior Courts. 

Sec. 9. The Supreme Court shall have orij.'inal jurisdiction to hear 
claims against the State, but its decisions shall Im- jnciely recommondM 
tory; no process in the nature of execution shall issue thereon; they 
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shall be reported to the next session of the General Assembly for its 
action. 

Sec. 10. Tli( State shall be divided into nine judicial districts, for 
each of whicli a jiul^re sliall be chosen; and there shall be held a Superior 
Court in encli county at least twice in each year, to continue for such 
time in each county as may be prescribed by law. But the General As- 
sembl v may reduce or increase wie number of districts. 

Sec. 11. Evi iy Judge of the Superior Court shall reside in the dis- 
trict for whicli lie is elected. The Judges shall preside in tlic Courts of 
the (liHcrent districts successively, but no Jud^rc sliall hold the Courts 
in the same district oftener than once in four years; but in case of the 
protracted illness of the Judge assigned to preside in any district, or of 
any other unavoidable accident to him, by reason of which he shall be 
unable to preside, the (Jovernor may require any Judj^e to hold one or 
more specified terms in snitl district, in lieu of the Judge assigned to 
hold the Courts of the .said district. 

Sec. 12. The General Assembly shall have no power to deprive the 
Judicial Department of any power or jurisdiction which rightfully per- 
tains to it as a co-ordinate department of the government ; but the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall allot and distribute that portion of this power and 
jurisdiction which does not pertain to the Supreme Court, amonr^ the 
other Courts prescribed in this Constitution or which may be estab- 
lished by law, in such manner as it may deem best; provide also a 
proper system of appeals, and re^pilate by law, when necessary, the 
methods of proceedinj? in the exercise of their powers, of nil the Courts 
below the Supreme Court, so far as the same may be done without con- 
flict with other provisions of this Constitution. 

Sec. 13. In all issues of fact, joined in any Court, the parties may 
waive the ri*;lit to have the same determined by a jury, in which case 
the findin<:; of the Judge upon the facts shall have the force and effect of 
a verdict l)y a juiy. 

Sec. 14. The General Assembly shall provide for the establishment of 
Special Courts, for the trial of misdemeanors, in cities and towns where 
the same may be necessary. 

Sec. 15. The Clerk of the Supreme Court shall be appointed by the 
Court, and shall hold his otTioe for einrht years. 

Sec. 16. A Clerk of the Superior Covrt for each county shall be 
elects by the qualified voters thereof, at the time and in the manner 
prescribed by law for the election of members of the General Assembly. 
' Sec. 17. Clerks of the Superior Courts shall hold their offices for four 
years. 

Stc. 18. The General Assembly shall prescribe and regulate the fees, 
salaries and emoluments of all officers provided for in this article; but 
the salaries of the Judges shall not be diminished during their continu- 
ance in office. 

Sfc. 19. The laws of North Carolina, not repuirnant to this Constitu- 
tion, or the Constitution and laws of the United States, shall be in force 
until lawfully altered.

The .Judfrr>. (.1 ihc Su|M ri(ir Courts, t li.i.-d .it the first eh'ction under 
this anicnilmt iit . >liall hr ('Ic('t«'d in liUf iiiamu i as i'^ iirovidcd for .lu^ 
tiees of the iSupreuie Court, and .shall hohl their oiliees tor ei^^ht years. 
The General Assembly may. from time to time, provide by law that the 
Judges of the Sui^erior ( ourts, ehosen at Hucceeding elections, instead of 
bein^ eU-eted hy the \ otrrs of the w lioh* .St ate, as is h(>rein provided for, 
shall he elected hy the \o1ers of their re^pfct i\ t- districts.

Skc. 2.']. A Solicitor shall he ele<tcd for ck li Judicial District hy the 
qualitied voter> thereof, as is pres«rihe«l for mend)ers of the (Jeneral 
A.s.senibly, who shall hold ollice for the term of four year>.. and prose- 
cute on behalf of the State, in all criminal actions' in the Superior 
Courts, and advise the officers of justice in his district. 

Sic. 24. In each county a SherilT and Coroner shall Im' elet ted hy the 
<jualitied voters tliereof, as is prescribed for iiuMuber^ uf llie (ieiieial 
Assembly, and shall hold their olliecH for two years. In each township 
there shall be a (Nonstable elected in like maimer by the voters thereof, 
who shall hold his ofHce for two years. When there is no Coroner in a 
county, the Clerk of the Superior Court for the eounty may appoint one 
for special ca-e-.. In case of a vacancy existiiiLr for any ca»ise in any 
of the ollices cr»'ated by this section, the Conunivsioners of the tDUiity 
may apix)int to sueh office for the unexpired term. 

Sec. 25. All vacancies occurring in the offices provided for by this 
Article of the Constitution shall he filled by the appointment of the Gov- 
ernor, unless otherwise provided f<M , :nid llie appointees sliall hold their 
places until the next reuular election lor members of the General Assem- 
bly, when elections shall be held to fill such offices. If any person, 
elected or appointed to any of said offices, shall neglect and fail to 
qualify, such offices shall be appointed to^ held an<l tilled as provided in 
case of vH-ancit's occurring therein. All incumbents of said office shall 
hold until llicir succe-sors are qualitied. 

Skc. 20. The ollict rs elected at the lirst election held under this Con- 
stitution shall hold their offices for the term^ prescribed for them re- 
spectively, next ensuini; after the next regular election for members of 
the General As-emhiy. But their terms shall beirin upon the approval 
of this Constitution by the Congress of the United States. 
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Sfc. 27. Tlu' several Justices of the Peace shall have jurisdiction, 
under such re^iulations as the (ieneral Assembly shall prescribe, of civil 
actions, founded on contract, wherein the sum demanded shall not ex- 
ceed two hundred dollars, and wherein the title to real estate shall not 
be in controversy ; and of all criminal matters arising within their coun- 
ties where tlie j)nnishment cannot exceed a fine of fifty dollars or im- 
prisonment for thirty days. And the (ieneral Assembly may <rive to 
Justices of the Peace jurisdiction of other civil actions, wherein the 
value of the property in controversy does not exceed fiftj dollars. When 
an issue of fact shall be joined before a Justice, on demand of either 
party thereto, he shall cause a jury of six men to be summoned, who 
shall try the same. The party aj^ainst whom jud<xmeut shall be rendered 
in any civil action, may appeal to the Superior Court from the same. 
In all cases of a criminal nature, the party against whom judgment i» 
given may appeal to the Superior Court, where the matter shall be 
heard anew. In all cases brou^rht before a justice, he shall make a 
record of the proceedings and file aame with the Clerk of the Superior 
Court for his county. 

Slc. 28. When tiie ofliee of Justice of the Peace shall become vacant 
otherwise than by expiration of the term, and in case of a failure by the 
voters of any distrii t to elect, the Clerk {»f the Superior Court for the 
county shall appoint to till the vacancy for the unexpired term. 

Sec. 2*). In case the othce of Clerk of a Superior Court for a county 
shall become vacant otherwise than by the exiiiration of the term, and in 
case of n failure by the people to elect, the Judge of the Superior Court 
for the county shall appoint to fill the vacancy until an election can be 
rejnrularly held. 

Stc. ;k). In case iho (Ieneral Assembly shall establish other Courts in- 
ferior to the Supreme Court, the presiding olficers and clerks thereof 
shall be elected in such manner as the General Assembly may from time 
to time prescribe, and they shall hold their oflBces for a term not exceed- 
ing eight years. 

Sec. .'11. Any Jndtre of tlie Supreme Court or of the Suyierior Courts, 
and the presiding ollicers of such Courts inferior to the Supreme Court 
as may be established by law, may be removed from office for mental or 
physical inability, upon a concurrent k -^olution of two-thirds of both 
Houses of the General Assembly. The Jud^'c or presidin«r ofTlcer, ao^ainst 
whom the Cenrral Asscnd)ly may be ab»)ut to proceed, shall receive 
notice thereof, accompanied by a copy of the causes alU»ged for his re- 
moval, at least twenty days before the day on which either House of the 
Qeneral Assembly shall act thereon. 

Sec. 32. Any Clerk of the Supreme Court, or of tlie Superior Courts, 
or of sijcli Coiirts inferior to the Supreme Court as may be established 
by law, mav be removed from ollice for mental or physical inability; the 
Clerk of the Supreme Court by the Judges of said Court, the Clerks of 
the Superior Courts by the Judge riding the district, and the Ch rks of 
such Courts inferior to the Supreme Court as may be established by law 
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by the presiding ortirers of said Courts. Tlic ('l<'rk against whom pro- 
ceedings are inHtitiitcd shall rcceivp notice thereof, accompanied by a 
copy of the causes alleged lor hih removal, at least ten days before the 
day appointed to act thereon, and the Clerk shall be entitled to an ap- 
peal to the next term of the Superior Court, and thence to the Supreme 
Court aa provided in oth(M- cmsos of appeals. 

Sec. 33. The amendniont^ ni;ui«' to tlic f%^nstitution of North Carolina 
by this Convention shall not have the eliect to vacate any olhce or term 
of office now existing under the Constitution of the State and filled or 
held by virtue of any election or appointment under the said Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the State made in pursuance thereof. 

ARTICLE V. 

nevBivrc a!ti> taxatioiv. 

Sk(TH)N 1. The (JiMH'rnl Assembly shall levy a capitation tax on every 
male inhabitant in the State over twenty-one and under fifty years of 
age. which shall be equal on each to the ta.x on property valued at three 
hundred dollars in cash. The CommisHioners of the several counties may 
exempt from cajntation tax in speciiil cases, on account of poverty and 
infiniiity. and the Stat(> and county capitation tax combined shall never 
exceed two dollar^ on the head. 

Sec. 2. The procee<l8 of the State and county capitation tax shall be 
applied to the purposes of education and the support of the poor, but in 
no one year shall more than twenty«flve per cent, thereof be appropriated 
to the latter pnr]M>se. 

Sec. 3. La\v> -liiill l)e passed taxing, by a uniform rule, all moneys, 
credits, investments in bonds, stocks, joint -stock companies, or other- 
wise; and, also, all real and personal property, according to its true 
value in money. The Oeneral Assembly may also tax trades, j)rofes- 
^ions. franchises, and incomes, provided that no inconio shall be taxed 
when the property from which the income is derived is taxed. 

Sec. 4. Until the bonds of the Slate shall be at par, the General 
Assembly shall have no power to contract any new debt or p(>cuniary 
obligation in behalf of the State, except to supply a ( asual deficit, or for 
suppressing invasions or instirrections. unless it shall in the same bill 
levy a special tax to pay the interest annually. And the Ceneral Assem- 
bly shall have no power to irive or lcn«l the credit of the State in aid of 
any person, association or cor])oration, except to aid in the completion of 
such railroads am may be unfinished at the time of the adoption of this 
Constitution, or in which the Slate has a direct pecuniary intt jc-t. un- 
less the siibjci t be submitted to a direct vote of the people of the State, 
and be apjjioved by the maj».»riLy of those who sliall vote thereon. 

Sec. 5. Property belonging to the State, or to municipal corporations, 
shall be exempt from taxation. The General Assembly may exempt 
cemeteries and property held for educational, scientific, literary, charita- 

8 
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blc or r(']i<>ious purposps; also woariiig apparel, arms for muster, hoiise- 
lioid ami kilehen furuiture, the mechanical aud agricultural implements 
of mechanics and farmers, libraries and scientific instruments, or any 
other personal property, to a value not exceeding three hundred dollars. 

Sec. 6. The taxes levied by the commissioners of the several counties 
for county purposes shall be levied in like manner with the State taxes, 
and shall never exceed the double of the State tax, except for a special 
purpose, and with the special approval of the General Assembly. 

Sec. 7. Every act of the General Assembly lewing a tax shall state 
the special object to which it is to be applied, and it shall be applied to 
no other purpose. 

ARTICLE VI. 

SI FFHAGK AMJ KI.lGlBlLliY TO OFFlCt. 

SEcrriON 1. Every male pi'rson born in the United States, and every 

male person who has been naturalized, twenty-one years of ape. an<l pos- 
sessing the qualilicat ions set out in this Article, shall be entitled to vote 
at any election by the people in the State, except as herein otherwise 
provided. 

Sec. 2. He shall have resided in tlie State of North Carolina for two 

years, in the cotmty six months, and in the precinct, ward oj- other elec- 
tion district, in which h<' offers to vote, four months next ])r('ee(linL: tb»' 
election: Provided, that removal from one precinct, ward or other elec- 
tion district, to another in the same county, shall not operate to deprive 
any person of the right to vote in the precinct, ward or other election 
district from which he has removed until four months after such re- 
moval. Ko person who has been convicted, or who has confessed his 
^lilt in open Court uix^n indictment, of any crime, the punishment of 
which now is, or may hereafter be imprisonment in the State's Prison 
«hall be permitted to' vote unless the said person shall be first restored 
to citizenship in the manner prescribed by law. 

Skc. :i. Every person oflfering to vote shall be at the time a legally 
re^jistered voter as licrein prescril)ed and in the manner hereafter pro- 
vided by law, and the General Assembly of North Carolina shall enact 
general registration laws to carry into effect the provisions of this 
article. 

Sec. 4. Every person presenting: himself for registration shall be able 
to read and write any section of the Constitution in the English lan- 
guage; and before he shall be entitled to vote, he shall have paid, on or 
before the first day of May of the year in which he proposes to vote, his 
poll tax for the previous year as prescribed by Article V, sec 1, of the 
' Constitution. But no male person who was on January 1, 18()7. or at 
any time prior thereto, entitled to vote under the laws of any State in 
the United States wherein he then resided, and no lineal descendant of 
any such person shall be denied the right to register and vote at any 
election in this State by reason of his failure to possess the educational 
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qualificat inn> lierein presci ilxd : Provided, lie shall liavc registered in 
aceordance with the terms of ilii-. -.crtion prior to December 1, 1908. 
The General Assembly hIiuII provide ior the registration of all persona 
(mtitled to Tote without the educational qualifications herein prescribed, 
and shall, on or before November 1, 1908, provide for the making of a 
permanent record of siuh registration, and all persons so registered 
shall forever thereafter have the ri;.'ht to vote in all elections by the 
ptHjple in tliis State, unless dis(pialilied under section 2 of this Article: 
Provided, such person shall have paid his poll tax as above required. 

Sec. 5. That this amendment to the Constitution is presented and 
a<lo])t<'d as one indivisible plan for the regulation of the suffrage, with 
thi' intent .in«l purpose to lo eonne<t tlie ditTerent parts and to make 
theni dependent upon each other that the whole shall stand or fall 
together. 

Seo. 6. AH elections by the pt>ople shall be by ballot, and all elections 

by the General Assembly shall he rira voce. 

Rkc. 7. Every voter in North Carolina, except as in this Article dis- 
qualitied, shall he eligiiile tootliee, luit hefore entering upon the duties of 
the ollice he shall take and subscrihe the fidlowing oath: 

do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support and 

maintain the Constitution and laws of the United States and tne Consti- 
tution and laws of North Carolina not inoonsisient therewith, and tliat 

I will faithfully discharge the duties of my olhce as So help 

me, God." 

Sec. 8. The following classes of persons shall be disqualified for office: 
First, all persons who shall deny the lieing of Almighty God. Sccondt 
all persons who shall have been convicted or confe<se<l their guilt on in- 
dictment pending. an<l whether sentenced or not. or under judgment sus- 
pended, of any treason or felony, oi of any other crime for which the 
punishment may be imprisonment in the penitentiary, since becoming 
citizens of the United States, or of corruption or malpractice in office, 
unless such person shall be restored to the rights of citizenship in a 
manner prescribed hv law. 

Skc. 9. That this amendment to the Constitution shall go into elfect 
on the first day of July, nineteen hundred and two, if a majority of 
votes cast at the next general election shall be cast in favor of this suf- 
frage amendment. 

ARTICLE VII. 

.ML'XICIPAL COBFOftATIONS. 

Skction 1. In each county there shall be elected biennially by the 
qualified voters thereof, a* proviiltd for the election of members of the 
(ieneral Assemhly, the f(»ll<twinL: oiUeers: A Treasurer, Register of Deeds. 
Surveyor and five Commissioners. 

Etec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Commissioners to exercise a general 
•upervision and control of the penal and chaiitahle institutions, schools, 
roads, bridges, levying of taxes, and finances of the oounty, as may be 
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prescriVxd by law. Tlio Kegister of Deeds shall be, e» officio. Clerk of 
the Board of Commis£iioiier&. 

Seo. 3. It shall be the duty of the CommiBsioners first elected in each 
county to divide the same into convenient districts, and to report the 

same to the General Aswembly before the first day of Jamiarv, 1860. 

Skc. 4. I'poii tlie ap]»n)val of the reports provided for in the foregoing 
section by the General Assieiiibly, the said districts shall have corporate 
powers for the necessary purposes of local government, and shall be 
kaown as townships. 

Sk(\ 5, In eacli township there shall be biennially elected by the quali- 
fied voters thereof a ( lerk and two Justices of the Peace, who shall con- 
stitute a Board of Trustetis, and shall, under the supervision of the 
County Commissioners, have control of the taxes and finances, roads and 
bridges of the townships, as may be prescribed by law. The General 
Assembly may provide for tlie election of a larger number of the Justices 
of the Peace in cities and towns and in those townships in which cities 
and towns are situated. In every tuwnshij) there shall also be bicunially 
elected a School C'onunittee, consisting of three persons, whose duties 
shall be prescribed by law. 

Sec. G. The Township Board of Trustees shall assess the taxable prop- 
erty of their townships and make returns to the County Conunissioners 
for i<'vision, as may he ])re3cribed by law. The Clerk shall be, cx o/ficio. 
Treasurer of the township. 

Sec. 7. No county, city, town or other' municipal corporation shall 
contract any debt, pledge its faith or loan its credit, nor shall any tax 
be levied or collected by any officers of the same except for the necessary 
expenses thereof, unless by a vote of the majority of the qualified voters 
therein. 

Sec. 8. No money shall be drawn from any county or township treas- 
ury except by authority of law. 

Sec. 9. All ta.xes levied by any county, city, town or township shall be 
uniform and ad valorciu upon all property in the same, except property 
exempted hv this Constitution. 

Sec . 10. The county officers first elected under the provisions of this 
Article shall enter upon their duties ten days after the approval of this 
Constitution by the Congress of the United States. 

Skc. 11. The Governor sliall apj)oint a sutlieient number of Justices of 
tlie Peace in each county, who shall hold their palaces until sections four, 
five and six of this Article shall have been carried into effect. 

Sec. 12. All charters, ordinances and provisions relating to municipal 
corporations shall remain in force until lej^ally changed, unless incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this Con^titutlon. 

Skc. 13. No county, city, town or otlicr municipal corporation shall 
assume to pay, nor shall any tax be levied or collected for. the payment 
of any debt, or the interest upon any debt, contracted directly or in- 
directly in aid or support of the rebellion. 
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Sec. 14. Tlu' (n'upnil As^<'inl)ly shall liavc full power by f*tntute to 
modify. ehaii<ie or aliiogate any and all of t lu' provisions of this Article 
and substitute oUuth in their pluce, i\eq)l bectionn >ieven, nine and 
thirteen. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

. C'UKlHiEATlONK OTJlJlJt THAN MIMCIPAL. 

Section 1. (Corporations may be formed under general laws, but shall 
not be created by special act except for municipal purposes and in cases 
where, in the judpiucnt <»f the Le«;ishiture, t!i( object of the corporation 

cannot attained umh'r ^M'tirral la\v«.. AH "general laws and special 
acts pasi«»ed purnuunt tu this sntiun may be altered from time to time 
or repealed. 

Skc. 2. Dues from eor|)orations shall be secured by such individual 
liabilities of the corporations and other means as may be prescribed by 

law. 

iStc . 3. The term rorporatioii, a> u><<l in this .Vrtu U', shall he con- 
strued to include all assuciations and joint-stock conipanics having any 
of the powers and privileges of corporations not possessed by indii^uals 
or partnerships. And all eorporatiouH ^hall have the right to sue and 
shall be .subject to be sued in all co>nts in like cases as ii;itnril persons. 

fc>K". 4. It sluill be the (hity of the Leuislat nr«' to ]n<>\ ide for the 
organization of cities, towns and incorporal»'«l villa«j;es, and to restrict 
their power of taxation, assessment, borrowing money, contracting debts 
and loaning their credit, so as to prevent abii.ses in assessment and in 
contracting debts by such municipal corporations. 

ARTK LK IX. 

EDICATION. 

SKtTloN 1. R<*li<ri(tn. nioralily and knowh-dLfe bein<r iiece>-arv to <j:ood 
government and the happiness of mankind. .hcIiooI.h and the means of 
education shall forever be encouraged. 

Sec. 2. Tlu' General Assembly, at its first session under this Constitu- 
tion, shall provide by ta.xation and otherwise for a <;eneral and uniform 
.system of piiMie sc}iool>. wlierein tuition shall be fr<'e of charL'e to all 
the children of the State between the ages of six and twenty-one years. 
And the children of the white race and the children of the colored race 
diall be taught in separate public schools; but there shall be no dis- 
crimination in favor of or to the prejudice of eitlier race. 

Sfc. Each county of the State sliall Ite tlividcd into a convetiient 
number of districts, in which (tne »»r more pul)lic schools shall be main- 
tained at least four months in every year; and if the Commissioners of 
any county shall fail to comply with the aforesaid requirements of this 
section they shall be liable to indictment. 
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Sec. 4. The proceeds of ail lands that have been or hereafter may be 
granted bv the United States to this State and not otherwise appropri- 
ated by this State or the United States, also all moneys, stocks, bonds 
and other property now belonfrinf!: to any State fund for purposes of 
education, also tlie net proceeds of all sales of the swamp lands bolonf^- 
ing to the State, and all other <^rants. «rifts or devises tliat have been or 
hereafter may be made to the State and not otherwise appropriated by 
the State or by the terms of the grant, ^ft or devise, shall be paid into 
the State Treasxiry, and, together with so much of the ordinary revenue 
of the State as may be by law set apart for that purpose, shalf be faith- 
fully appropriated for establishino: and maintaining in this State a sys- 
tem of free public sehoois and for no other uses or purposes whatsoever. 

Sec. 5. ^1 moneys, stocks, bonds and other property belonging to a 
county school fund, ;ilso the net proceeds from the sale of est rays, also 
the elear proceeds of all penalties and forfeitures and of all fines col- 
lected in the several counties for any breach of the penal or military 
laws of the State, and all moneys which shall be paid by persons as an 
equivalent for exemption from military duty, shall belong to and remain 
in the several counties, and shall be faithfully appropriated for establish- 
ing and maintainiiifx free ]mblic schools in the several counties in this 
State: Providnl, that the amount collected in each county shall be an- 
nually reported to the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

Seo. 6. The General Assembly shall have power to provide for the 
election of Trustees of the University of North Carolina, in whom, when 
chosen, shall be vested all the privileges, rights, franchises and endow- 
ments thereof in anywise «rraii1e(l t<> or conferred upon the Trustees of 
said University; and the General Assembly may make such provisions, 
laws and regulations from time to time as may be necessary and expe- 
dient for the maintenance and management of said Universil^. 

Sec. 7. The General Assembly shall provide that the benefits of the 
Univeisify, as far as practicable, be extended to the youth of the State 
free of expense for tuition; also that all the property which has hereto- 
fore accrued to the State or shall hereafter accrue from escheats, un- 
claimed dividends or distributive shares of the estat«»s of deceased per- 
sons, shall be appropriated to the use of the University. 

Skc. 8. The Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary of State, Treas- 
urer. Auditor. Suf)erintendent of Public Instruction and Attorney-Gen- 
eral shall constitute a State Board of Education. 

Sec. 9. The Governor shall be President and the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction shall be Secretary of the Board of IMncation. 

Skc. 10. The Board of Education shall succeed to all tlie powers and 
trusts of the President and Directors of the Literary Fund of North 
Carolina, and shall have full power to legislate and make all needful 
rules and regulations in relation to free public schools and the educa- 
tional fund of the State; but all acts, rules and regulations of said 
Board may be altered, amended or repealed by tlic General Assembly, 
and when so altered, amended or repealed they shall not be re-enacted 
by the Board. 
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Sk<-. 11. The tii-l (,f the Hdard of K<liuation shall ho held at 

the capital of the IStalf vvilhiii Hflt'eii tlay> after the organization of the 
StMe Govenunent under this Constitution; the time of future meetings 
may be detemiined the Bcmrd. 

Sf:c\ 12. A majority of the Board shall constitute a quorum for the 
traQHaction of husiness. 

Sec. The eontiugent e\pen»es of the lioartl shall be provided by the 
General AiMembly. 

Sec. 14. Ah soon as practicable after the adoption of this Constitution 
the (General Atwembly shall establish and maintain in connection with 
the rniversity a department of agriculture, of mechanics, of mining and 
of normal in>ti lu tion. 

8tc. l.>. The General Assembly is hereby empowered to enact that 
every child of sufficient mental and physical ability shall attend the 
public schools during tlie period het\v(>en the ages of six and eight mi 
years for a term of not lesH than Hixteen months, unless educated by 
other means. 

ARTICLE X. 

HOMRHTBAD8 AND EXEMPTIONS. 

Sk(TI()N 1. The personal property of any resident of tliis State to the 
value <if five hundred dollars, to he selected h^ such resident, shall be 
and is hereby exempted from sale under execution or other final process 
of any court issued for the collection of any debt. 

Si ( . I. Every homestead, and tlie dwelling's and huildinps used there- 
witlj. lu X excei'dinir in value one tlionsand ilollars. to h*- sflrcted hy the 
owner thereof, or in lieu thereof, at the option of the owner, any lot in a 
city, town or village, with the dwellings and buildings used thereon, 
owned and occupied by any retddent of this State, and not exceeding the 
value of one thousand dollars, shall be exempt from sale under execu- 
tion or other final process obtained nn any (h'l)t. Jiut no ])roperty sliall 
be exeni])t from sale for taxes or for payment of obligations contracted 
for the purchase of said premises. 

Sec. 3. The homestead, after the death of the owner thereof, shall be 
exempt from the payment of any debt during the minority of his children 
or any one of thoni. 

Skc. 4. The provision-" of section- ( iic and two of this Article shall not 
be so construed as to prexent a lai)or« r s lien for work done and per- 
formed for the person claiming such exemption, or a mechanic's lien for 
work done on the premi-ses. 

Sk( . ."). Jf the owner (;f a honie-tead die. leaving a widow hut no chil- 
dren, the same --hall lie exrmpl fr< in tlie debts of lu'r Ini-hand, and the 
rents and prolils tliereof shall inure to her benetit duiinjj; her widow- 
hood. unlcMs she be the owner of a homestead in her own ri^^ht. 

8f:c'. n. Tlie real and personal property of any female m this State 
acquired before marriage, and all property, real and personal, to which 
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she may, alter iiiai liage, become in any nianiui entitled, shall be and 
remain the sole and separate estate and property of sucli female, and 
shall IK t be liable for any debts, obligations or engagements of lier hus- 
band, untl may be devised and l)equeathed, and, nitli tlie written aSSent 
of her husband, conveyed by her as if slio were unmarried. 

She. 7. The husband may in;iure his own life for the sole use and 
benefit of his wife and children, and in case of the death of the husband 
the amount thus insured shall be paid over to the wife and childrei, or 
to the gujirdian if under age, for her or their own use, free from all the 
claims of the representatives of her husband or any of his creditors. 

8kc. 8. Nothing contained in tlie foregoing sections of this Article 
shall operate to prevent tlie owner of a homestead from disposing of the 
same by deed; but no deed made by the owner of a homestead shall be 
valid without the voluntaiy signature and assent of his wife, signified on 
her private examination according to law. 

ARTJC'LK XI. 

PrNISUMKNTS, PENAL INSTITUTIONS AND PI BLIC CIIABITIES. 

Sk( rioN I. The f(dh)\vin^^ pmii^hiiu nt s only shall be known to the laws 
of tliis State, viz.: death, impri.sonment with or without hard labor, 
fines, removal from office, and disqualification to hold and enjo,\' any 
office of lionor, trust or profit under this State. The foregoing pro- 
vision for imprisonment with liard labor sliall he construed to authorize 
the eniy)hiynient of sucli convict hibor on ])ublic works or highways, or 
other labor for public benefit, and the farming out thereof, where and in 
such manner as may be provided by law ; but no convict shall be farmed 
out who has been sentenced on a charge of murder, manslaughter, rape, 
attempt to commit rape, or arson: PiovUJvd . that no convict whose labor 
may be farmed out shall be punished for any failure of duty as a laborer 
fxcept by a lesponsible officer of the State j but the convicts so farme<i 
out shall be at all times under the supervision and control, as to their 
government and discipline, of the Penitentiary Board or some officer of 
the State. 

Skc. 2. The object of punishment being not only to satisfy justice, but 
also to reform tlie otfenaer. and thus prevent crime, murder, arson, burg- 
lary and rape, and these only, may be punishable with d^th, if the Gen- 
era) A.s8embly shall so enact. 

Sec. '^. The General Assembly shall, at its first meeting, make pro- 
vision for the erection and conduct of a State's Prison or Penitentiary 
at some central and accessible point within the State. 

Sec. 4. The Ciencral Assembly may provide for the erection of a House 
of Correction, where vagrants and persons guilty of misdemeanors shall 
be restrained and usefully employed. 

Si:c. ■"). A House or TTousos of Refu<re may be established whenever the 
public inteiests may require it, for the correction and instruction of 
other classes of otl'endcrs. 
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Skc. (i. It sliall hv H'ljuin'd hy roiupetent h'j,'i.slali<>ii tliat the .struttuit' 
and superintendence of penal iustitutions of the State, the county jails 
and city police prisons secure the health and comfort of the prisoners, 
and that male and female prisoners be never confined in the same room 
or cell. 

Sec. 7. lieiiftici'nt provisions for the p<M»r, the niifortnnatr and orphan 
being one of the first dutien of a civilizt d and C liristiau .Stale, the Gen 
eral Assembly shall, at its first session, appoint and define the duties of 

a Boiird of Puhlic Charities, to whom shall be entrusted tlie supervision 
of all oharitahh' and penal Stati' in->t if nt ions, inid who >hall annually 
report to the (ti>vernor upon their condition, with suggestions for their 
improvement. 

Sec. 8. There shall also, as soon an practicable, be measures devised 

by the State for the establishment of one or more orphan houses, where 
destitute orphans may be cared for, educated and taught some business 

or trade. 

Stc. 9. It shall be the duty of the Legislature, as soon as practieable, 
to devise means for the education of idiots and inebriates. 

Sec. 10. The Ueneral Assembly may provide that tlie indi^^ent deaf 
mute, blind and insane, of the State shall be cared for at the charge of 
the State. 

Sec. 11. It shall be .steadily kept in view by tiie Legislature and the 
Board of Public Charities, that all penal and charitable institutions 
should be made as nearly self-supporting as is consistent with the pur- 
poses of their creation. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Mil.lTlA. 

Section 1. All able-bodied male citizens of the State of North Caro- 
lina, between the a;;es of twenty one and forty years, who are citi/i'ns 
of the I'nited Stales. >hall he liable to do duty in the militia: Pinriilnl , 
that all persons who may lie averse to bearing arms, from religious 
scruples, shall be exempt therefrc»m. 

Sec. 2. The General Assembly shall provide for the organizing, arm- 
ingy equipping and discipline of the militia, and for naying the same, 
when calle<l into active ^crvij-e. 

Skc. 3, The (lox ei imr >-haIl bo ( "onnnander in-f'hief, and shall have 
power to call out the militia to execute the law, suppress riots or insur- 
rection, and to repel invasion. 

Sec. 4. The (leneral Assembly shall have power to make such exemp- 
tions as may be deemed neees>ary, and enact laws that may be expedient 
for the government of the militia. 
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ARTICLE XIII. 
AMEXDMVIVTS. 

Section 1. No convention of the people of this State shall ever be 
called by the General Assembly, unless by the concurrenee of two-thirds 
of all the members of each House of the General Assembly, and except 
the proposition. Convention or No Convention, be first submitted to the 
qualified voters of the whole State, at the next general election in a 
manner to be prescribed by law. And should a majority of the votes 
cast be in favoi- of said convention, it shall assemble on such day as may 
be prescribed by the General Assembly. 

Sec. 2. No part of the Constitution of this State shall be altered un- 
less a bill to alter the same shall have been agreed to by three-fifths of 
each House of the General Assembly. And the amendment or amend- 
ments so atrieed to shall be submitted at the next general election to the 
qualified voters of the whole State, in such a manner as may be pre- 
scribed by law. And in the event of their adoption by a majority of the 
votes cast, such amendment or amendments shall become part of the 
Constitution of the State. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

MISCEIXANfiOUS. 

Section 1. All indictments which shall have been found, or may here- 
after be found, for any crime or offense committed before this Constitu- 
tion takes effect, may be proceeded upon in the proper Courts, but no 
punishment shall be inflicted which is for])i(lden by this Constitution. 

Sec. 2. No person who sliall hereafter fight a duel, or assist in the 
same as a second, or send, accept, or knowingly carry a challenge there- 
for, or agree to go out of the State to fight a duel, shall hold any office 
in this State. 

Sec. 3. No money shall be drawn from the Treasury but in conse- 
quence of appropriations made by law: and an accurate account of tlie 
receipts and expenditures of the public money shall be annually pub- 
lislied. 

Sec. 4. The General Assembly shall provide, by proper legislation, for 
givin<r to Hiechanies and laborers an adequate lien on the subject-matter 

of their lalxir. 

Six-. T). In the absence of any ef)ntrary provision, all olhcers of this 
Stale, whether heretofore elected, oi appointed by the Governor, shall 
hold their positions only until other appointments are made by the Gov- 
ernor, or, if the o(ricer*s are elective, until their successors shall have 
been chosen and duly qualified according to the provisions of this Consti- 
tution. 

Sec. 6. The seat of government of this State shall remain at the city 
of Baleigh. 
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Sec. L No person, who shall hold any otfico or place of trust or profit 
under the United States, or any department thereof, or under this State, 
or under any other State or (lovernnient. shall hold or exercise any 
other office or place of trust or profit under the authority of this State, 
or be eligible to a seat in either House of the General Assembly: Pro- 
videdy that nothing herein contained shall extend to officers in the mili- 
tia, Justices of the Peace, Commissioners of Public Charities, or Com- 
missioners for sjK^cial purposes. 

Sec. 8* All marriages between a white person and a negro, or be- 
tween a white person and white person of negro descent to the third gen- 
eration inclusive, are hereby forever prohibited.

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OOUNTIBS IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

Under the s« ( oiid charter of Charles 11., Carolina embraced over a 
million square luiles. 
It ineluded all tbe land on the North American Continent between 

29 degrees and 36 degrees 30 minutes north latitude. 

The northern boundary line afterwards became tlie line of the famous 
Missouri Compromise, in this belt lies all the cotton pfrowing States of 
the Union, alno New Me.\ico, Arizona, the southern half of California 
and northern part of Mexico. 

The first political division in this territory was the Government of 
Albemarle, eAtahli-^lu'ii about 106.'). The second was at Clarendon, and 
a few years later Bath was erected. 

Albemarle wus divided (about 1671) into Carteret, Berkeley and 
Shaftesbury precincts. 

The settlement at Clarendon soon dispersed. 

Bath was ({iviih<l (about 1705) into the precincts of Pamptecough, 
Wickham and Archdale. 

The boundaries of these precincts are not clearly determined. The 
names of the precincts were changed, some time later, about as follows: 
Carteret* to Currituck and Pasquotank; Berkeley to Perquimans; 
Shaftesbury to Chowan; Bertie and Tvrrell were cut out of Chowan. 

Pampticoiisjh and Wickham embraced the territory' between the Roan- 
oke and Pamlico rivers, part of the present counties of Pitt, Beaufort, 
Hyde and possibly the southern edge of Martin and Washington. 

Arehdale Precinct claimed the land between the Pamlico and Nense 
rivers, and also the Neuse settlements on both sides of Neuse River. 

At the time of the surrender of the Lords Proprietors to the Crown 
we find Albemarle, Bath and Clarendon subdivided as follows: 

Albemarle was divided into six precincts: Currituck, 1722; Pasquo- 
tank, 1722; Perquimans, 1722; Bertie, 1722; Chowan, 1722; and Tyr- 
rell, 1729. 

Bath was divided into four precincts; Carteret, 1722; Beaufort, 1722 

and 1741; Hyde. 1722; Craven, 1722. 

Clarendon became New Hanover in 1728. 

1738 an act was passed decreeing that the existing precincts there> 
after should be called counties, and these were afterwards snbdiyided 
from time to time into the various counties of «.he State.
